President  Gatti  welcomed  the  Commissioners  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  New  Year. 
He  reported  on  Janice  Mirikitani' s  effective  reading  of  a  poem  by  Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti,  in  Mr.  Ferlinghetti's  absence,  at  the  Mayor's  inauguration. 
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IV.     DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  that  there  would  be  a  farewell  party  for 
Commissioner  Rogers  after  the  February  Commission  meeting.  Commissioner  Rogers  will  be  resigning 
from  the  Commission. 

He  announced  the  following  upcoming  Gallery  events.  An  opening  reception  for  the  Gallery  exhibition 
"Neural  Notations"  in  the  Gallery  on  Friday,  January  14,  6  to  8  p.m.;  an  opening  reception  for  the  City 
Hall  exhibitions  in  the  lower  level  of  City  Hall,  Wednesday,  January  19,  5  to  7  p.m. 

He  announced  the  following  WritersCorps  events:  a  reading  by  Penelope  Zheng  at  the  Martin  Luther  King 
Day  rally  at  Civic  Center  on  Monday,  January  17;  a  three-day  meeting  of  national  WritersCorps 
representatives  to  discuss  plarming  January  19  to  21;  the  first  Poetry  Slam  event  of  the  year  at  Borders 
Books  on  January  28,  7  p.m.  Mr.  Newirth  armounced  that  Natriece  Spicer,  was  now  attending  Howard 
University  on  a  scholarship  she  was  awarded  as  a  result  of  her  WritersCorps  participation  last  year. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  that  work  on  the  budget  was  in  process,  and  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had 
requested  a  status  quo  budget.  The  budget  will  come  before  the  Executive  Committee  this  month  and  the 
full  Commission  in  February.  It  will  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor's  office  in  February. 

He  announced  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability  had  a  new  programmatic  access  coordinator  Susan 
Mizner,  who  had  commended  the  Arts  Commission  for  its  progress  in  making  programs  accessible.  He 
reported  on  a  productive  meeting  that  he  and  public  art  staff  had  had  with  Ms.  Mizner. 

He  announced  that  John  Kreidler  is  leaving  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  for  a  new  job  in  the  Silicon 
Valley,  and  that  a  farewell  event  is  being  held  for  him  at  the  Bayview  Boat  Club.  Mr.  Newirth  circulated 
the  details  to  the  Commissioners. 

He  said  that  Supervisor  Teng  is  assembling  a  task  force  for  the  purpose  of  developing  sustainable  funding 
for  arts  education.  The  Arts  Commission  will  have  a  seat  on  the  Task  Force  to  be  filled  by  Ann  Wettrich, 
and  the  Supervisor  will  need  all  recommendations  by  March  3 1 . 

He  circulated  a  letter  from  Supervisor  Mark  Leno  thanking  the  Arts  Commission  for  its 
work. 

He  armounced  that  the  new  Governor's  Budget  includes  a  $10  million  increase  for  the  California  Arts 
Council.  The  increase  brings  the  amount  of  money  available  for  the  arts  to  nearly  the  $l/per  capita  that 
local  arts  organizations  have  been  trying  to  implement  through  the  legislature.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the 
fact  that  this  increase  had  been  put  forward  by  the  Executive  Branch  was  encouraging,  and  that  the 
increase  represented  a  100%  increase  over  what  was  available  two  years  before. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  he  would  be  attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Urban  Arts  Federation  in 
New  Orleans,  and  that  he  has  been  asked  to  be  next  year's  president  of  this  federation  of  local  city  arts 
agencies. 
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He  announced  that  Nancy  Gonchar  would  be  returning  from  leave  the  following  week,  and  he 
commended  Esther  Reyes  for  her  valuable  help  as  interim  deputy  director.  He  thanked  Michele  Liapes  for 
her  work  on  the  Annual  Report.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  welcomed  the  three  new  Commissioners,  who  introduced  themselves. 

Commissioner  Eddie  Marshall,  a  local  jazz  drummer,  said  that  he  performed 
throughout  the  world  as  well  as  recording  his  work.  For  the  past  10  years  he  has 
participated  in  the  Adventures  in  Music  Program,  which  brings  different  musical 
groups  into  elementary  school  classrooms. 
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Andrea  Cochran,  a  landscape  architect  who  has  her  own  firm,  said  that  she  was  introduced  to  public  art 
approximately  10  years  ago  when  she  worked  with  Public  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  on  the 
initiation  of  the  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit  Program.  She  continues  to  be  excited  about  public  art  and  the 
ways  in  which  works  are  integrated  into  their  architectural  and  landscape  surroundings. 

Blanche  Brown,  a  dance  teacher  and  choreographer,  said  that  she  focused  on  traditional  ethnic  dance.  A 
member  of  the  board  of  World  Arts  West,  which  produces  the  annual  Ethnic  Dance  Festival,  she  served 
on  the  Arts  Commission,  as  the  first  dance  Commissioner,  during  the  1970s  under  Mayor  George 
Moscone. 

President  Gatti  gave  the  three  new  Commissioners  their  initial  Committee  assignments.  He  assigned 
Commissioners  Brown  and  Marshall  to  the  Performing  Arts  and  Cormnunity  Arts  and  Education 
committees.  He  assigned  Commissioner  Cochran  to  the  Civic  Design  and  Street  Artists  committees. 


IV.     DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  also  welcomed  the  new  Commissioners. 

He  reported  on  the  success  of  the  previous  week's  ceremony  inducting  Commissioner  Mirikitani  as  the 
city's  Poet  Laureate. 

He  introduced  new  personnel  officer  Ann  Courtright,  whom  the  Arts  Commission  is  sharing  with  three 
other  agencies,  the  Rent  Board,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women,  and  the  Commission  on  Aging. 

He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  one  of  four  departments  going  through  gender  analysis.  This 
program  is  in  response  to  an  ordinance  resulting  from  an  earlier  Convention  on  Eliminating  all  Forms  of 
Discrimination  Against  Women.  The  city  has  adopted  this  policy  as  law  and  is  now  examining  the  ways 
in  which  the  city  departments  provide  services  for  boys  and  girls,  and  the  possibilities  for  serving  city 
constituents  more  effectively.  Other  departments  participating  in  this  pilot  project  are  the  Rent  Board,  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment,  and  the  Adult  Probation  Department. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Harvey  Milk  Project.  He  said  that  improvements,  including  a 
clean  up  and  new  lighting,  have  been  made  to  the  plaza  as  a  result  of  State  Funding  secured  by 
Assemblywoman  Carole  Migden.  He  said  that  he  hoped  the  design  competition  would  be  announced  in 
June.  The  project  will  be  in  collaboration  with  San  Francisco  Prize.  The  Arts  Commission,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  SPUR  will  take  lead  roles.  Two  interns,  one  from  Stanford  and  the  other 
from  the  Kennedy  School  of  Government  at  Harvard,  will  work  on  the  project  during  the  summer. 

He  said  that  the  soaring  rents  in  the  city  were  now  having  a  major  impact  on  resident  arts  organizations,  as 
more  and  more  groups  were  losing  their  space.  Consequently  a  full  needs  assessment  of  the  various  arts 
disciplines — which  differ  in  space  needs — will  be  initiated  soon.  He  advised  the  Commissioners  that  they 
would  hear  more  in  the  coming  months  about  the  problems  of  those  arts  groups  confronted  with  the 
possibility  of  having  to  leave  the  city  and  lose  their  Grants  for  the  Arts  support. 
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Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  he  had  been  appointed  to  three  Advisory  Committees:  (1)  the  Robeson  and 
Rivera  Academy,  a  collaboration  between  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department  and  Performdng  Arts 
Workshop;  (2)  WESTAF,  the  Western  States  arts  federation,  which  is  in  the  process  of  charting  its  future; 
(3)  the  Mayor's  Children's  Services  Cabinet. 

He  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  with  members  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  Development,  the 
Planning  Department  and  the  Real  Estate  Department  regarding  possibilities  for  helping  the  evicted 
publisher  Arion  Press  in  its  efforts  to  relocate.  He  said  that  no  conclusions  had  been  reached,  but  that 
more  ideas  were  submitted.  He  distributed  an  informational  packet  and  asked  the  Commissioners  for  their 
input. 

He  announced  the  fmal  WritersCorps  Youth  Poetry  Slam  on  Saturday,  April  8,  at  the  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center  at  4  p.m.  It  follows  three  preliminary  slam  events.  From  the  finals,  two  youths  will  be 
sent  to  Washington  DC  for  the  all-star  slam. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  dedication  of  a  new  plaque  for  the  Roald  Amundsen  monument  on  Friday, 
April  14,  1  p.m.,  at  the  monument  site  just  north  of  the  Beach  Chalet  on  Great  Highway. 

He  said  that  Ford  Motor  Company  was  donating  $50,000  for  the  restoration  of  the  Fountain  of  Turtles  in 
Huntington  Park.  The  Mayor  will  accept  the  check  on  Saturday,  April  15  at  4  p.m.  at  a  ceremony  in 
Huntington  Park. 

He  reported  on  a  recent  seminar  focusing  on  the  success  stories  of  arts  organizations  that  had  found  space 
to  lease  or  purchase.

In  response  to  a  request  from  President  Gatti,  those  staff  members  present  introduced  themselves  to  the 
new  Commissioners. 

Debra  Lehane,  Civic  Art  Collections  Program  Director,  said  that  her  program  was  responsible  for  the 
cataloging  and  maintenance  of  the  approximately  3,000  works  of  art  in  the  city's  civic  art  collection. 

Howard  Lazar,  Street  Artists  Program  Director,  explained  that  his  program  licensed  artists  and 
craftspeople  to  sell  their  hand-produced  works  in  legalized  vending  spaces,  primarily  in  the  downtown 
and  Fisherman's  Wharf  areas.  He  said  that  much  of  his  work  focused  on  negotiating  with  merchants  and 
property  owners  to  obtain  vending  spaces. 

Jill  Manton,  Public  Art  Program  Director,  said  that  the  city's  public  art  ordinance,  established  in  1969, 
provides  for  an  art  enrichment  allocation  equivalent  to  2%  of  the  construction  cost  of  new  and  renovated 
public  buildings  and  other  structures.  She  said  that  she  and  her  staff  managed  approximately  50  to  70 
public  art  projects  in  different  stages.  She  added  that  most  projects  took  several  years  to  complete,  since 
the  artists  selected  for  a  public  art  work  began  working  with  architects  and  other  members  of  the 
construction  project  team  from  the  beginning  design  stages  of  that  construction  project. 

Judy  Moran,  public  art  program  curator,  said  that  she  managed  the  art  projects  under  way  for  the  future 
Third  Street  Railway  as  well  as  the  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit  Program  of  temporary  exhibitions  along 
Market  Street. 

Sally  Wisnia,  Commission  Secretary,  said  that  she  supported  the  Director  and  contacted  or  corresponded 
with  the  Commissioners  regarding  Commission  business. 

Susan  Pontious,  public  art  program  curator,  said  that  she  managed  the  public  art  projects  for  the  airport 
and  the  zoo. 

Nina  Dunbar,  public  art  program  curator,  said  that  one  of  her  major  current  projects  was  the  interior  art 
work  for  the  Moscone  Convention  Center  expansion. 

Ann  Courtright  introduced  herself  as  the  new  personnel  officer. 

Michelle  Garcia,  Community  Art  and  Education  (CAE)  program  assistant,  said  that  she  was  the  support 
person  for  the  CAE  program,  which  includes  a  Festival  Grants  program,  a  Programs  in  the  Community 
grants  program,  arts  education,  WxitcrsCorps,  the  Chinatown  Community  Arts  program,  and  management 
of  the  city-owned  cultural  center  facilities. 
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Carol  Marie  Daniels,  cultural  center  facilities  manager  for  the  CAE  program,  said  there  were  four  city- 
owned  cultural  centers — the  Mission  Cultural  Center,  the  Bayview  Opera  House/Ruth  Williams  Memorial 
Theatre,  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture,  and  the  South  of  Market  Cultural 
Center. 

Khan  Wong,  program  assistant  for  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program,  said  that  he  performed  a  variety  of 
administrative  duties  for  the  program. 

Kristen  Zaremba  introduced  herself  as  the  public  art  program  assistant. 

Ann  Wettrich,  £irts  education  officer,  said  that  she  worked  with  the  School  District  and  the  Arts  Education 
Funders'  Collaborative  (an  alliance  of  foundations  committed  to  restoring  the  arts  to  the  city's  public 
school  curriculum)  to  advance  arts  education  in  the  city's  public  elementary  schools.  Ms.  Wettrich  said 
that  her  program  also  sponsored  a  grants  program  to  support  arts  education  organizations. 

Nancy  Gonchar,  deputy  director,  said  that  she  oversaw  the  department  finances  as  well  as  the  Civic 
Design  Review  program  and  the  Performing  Arts  Program.  She  explained  that  the  Performing  Arts 
Program  collaborates  with  San  Francisco  Symphony  to  produce  the  annual  Summer  in  the  City  (pops) 
concerts, 

Lawrence  Thoo,  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  director,  said  that,  since  the  establishment  of  this 
program  in  1993,  414  grants  totaling  $6.6  million  had  been  awarded  to  San  Francisco  individual  artists 
and  small  to  mid-sized  arts  organizations.  He  said  that  the  application  process  was  competitive  for  the 
four  grant  programs,  which  include  three  for  organizations  and  one  for  individual  artists.  The  program 
also  includes  a  small  discretionary  grant  program. 

Toni  Worthy  introduced  herself  as  the  Street  Artist  Program  assistant. 

Michele  Liapes,  public  information  officer,  said  that  she  handled  media  relations,  produced  informational 
materials,  and  responded  to  requests  for  information  about  the  Commission  and  its  programs.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Vice  President  Mirikitani  thanked  the  Commissioners  and  staff  for  their  support  during  the 
recent  Poet  Laureate  inaugural  event.  She  said  that  her  appointment  had  increased  her 
awareness  of  the  responsibihties  of  artists  to  the  community.  She  also  commented  on  the 
city's  artistic  diversity,  and  the  need  for  artists  to  continue  the  effort  to  make  sure  their 
voices  were  heard.  She  welcomed  new  Commissioners  Brown,  Cochran,  and  Marshall. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants 
Program  assistant  Khan  Wong  was  leaving  the  staff  for  a  job  at  Grants  for  the  Arts. 

He  reported  on  the  success  of  the  final  WritersCorps  Youth  Poetry  Slam  event,  and  said  that 
two  San  Francisco  youth  will  compete  in  the  National  Slam  on  May  20  in  Washington,  D.C. 

He  announced  that  potential  jurors  for  the  Harvey  Milk  project  had  been  selected  and  were 
currently  being  contacted.  He  said  that  the  Jury  will  convene  in  early  September.  The 
competition  will  be  launched  during  Gay  Pride  Week  in  June.  Entries  will  be  on  display  in 
Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium. 

He  reported  on  the  generous  contributions  that  had  been  received  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Fountain  of  Turtles  in  Huntington  Park.  Donors  were  Ford  Motor  Company,  Webby 
Awards,  and  the  Nob  Hill  Association,  which  has  made  a  commitment  to  raise  whatever 
additional  funding  is  needed. 

He  announced  that  sculptor  Robert  Catalusci's  redesign  of  the  700  Pennsylvania  building, 
now  owned  by  Muni,  would  be  dedicated  on  May  3. 

He  iriformed  the  Commissioners  of  the  May  8  gallery  opening  reception  for  the  exhibition 
"Paper  Rock  Scissors"  curated  by  former  gallery  assistant  Cheryl  Coon. 

He  reported  on  the  full  attendance  at  a  recent  town  meeting,  hosted  by  the  Arts  Commission, 
Grants  for  the  Arts,  and  the  Hewlett  Foundation,  to  address  the  citywide  space  crisis.  He 
said  the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  attended  by  more  than  200  people,  was  to  bring  the  arts 
community  together  to  begin  quantifying  the  issue  by  obtaining  answers  to  such  questions  as 
when  leases  are  scheduled  to  expire,  what  current  rents  are,  and  what  rent  raises  are 
expected.  He  said  that  main  priorities  would  be  to  organize  the  arts  community,  to 
investigate  which  options  should  be  pursued,  and  to  examine  what  cooperative  models 
could  be  adopted.  He  said  the  tenor  of  the  meeting  had  been  positive.  He  added  that  no  one 
was  committed  to  the  idea  of  public  subsidies.  One  suggestion  put  forward  was  the 
designation  of  the  Mid-Market  district  as  a  project  area  instead  of  a  redevelopment  survey 
area.  He  also  cited  offers  of  help  from  several  philanthropists,  as  well  as  offers  by 
organizations  to  share  their  space.  Mr.  Newirth  concluded  that  the  problem  would  require 
many  different  approaches.  He  said  that  he  was  confident  that  the  arts  community  would 
find  its  way  through  it. 

Community  member  Eula  Walters  addressed  the  Commission  in  reference  to  item  25  on  the 
Consent  Calendar.  She  said  that  she  had  been  against  the  Ribbon  project  along  the 
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Embarcadero  from  the  beginning  and  had  warned  at  the  time  that  it  would  attract 
skateboarders.  She  protested  the  spending  of  more  money  on  the  repair  of  skateboard 
damage  to  the  Ribbon.  She  also  expressed  her  opposition  to  the  installation  of  cement 
blocks  along  the  Justin  Herman  Plaza  walkway,  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee's 
previous  approval  of  the  light  canons  by  the  Ferry  Building  as  part  of  the  Mid-Embarcadero 
Roadway  design,  and  the  annual  installation  of  the  ice  skating  rink  at  Justin  Herman  Plaza. 

Vice  President  Mirikitani  thanked  Ms.  Walters  for  her  comments.

4.  Executive  Committee  —  Stanlee  Gatti,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Executive  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee 
and  the  Program. 

In  discussion  of  item  e  below.  Commissioner  Guggenheim  commented  that  there 
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were  many  more  organizations  requesting  grants  than  there  was  money  available. 
He  added  that  only  44  out  of  100  applicants  had  received  recommendations  for 
grants,  although  many  others  were  also  qualified. 

Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Director  Lawrence  Thoo  updated  the 
Commissioners  on  the  status  of  one  applicant  that  had  been  recommended  for  an 
award  on  a  conditional  basis.  He  explained  that  the  Executive  Committee 
members  had  not  been  inclined  to  approve  that  conditional  award  because  the 
organization— which  had  also  received  a  grant  during  the  previous  cycle—had  not 
submitted  the  paperwork  required  for  the  Commission  to  complete  the  grant 
agreement  for  the  earlier  grant.  Mr.  Thoo  added  that,  when  the  organization  had 
learned,  after  the  Committee  meeting,  that  this  year's  grant  was  in  jeopardy,  it  had 
submitted  additional  paperwork  on  Friday,  April  28.  The  organization  had 
previously  received  numerous  written  and  verbal  notices  about  the  delinquent 
paperwork. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Executive  Committee  members  had  felt  it  would  be 
unfair  to  the  other  applicants  to  approve  the  organization's  grant,  even 
conditionally. 

In  answer  to  a  Commissioner  question,  Mr.  Thoo  said  that  the  agreement  for  the 
preceding  grant  had  not  yet  been  completed,  and  that  it  would  be  done  within  a 
couple  of  days. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  question  whether  the  organization's  submission 
of  the  delinquent  papers  the  preceding  Friday  was  sufficient  to  disregard  the 
Executive  Committee's  opinion,  and  to  approve  the  conditional  award.  They 
decided  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  back  to  the  Executive  Committee.  They 
agreed  to  approve  the  other  Organization  Project  Grant  recommendations.

5.  Visual  Arts  Committee  ~  Ralph  Guggenheim,  Chair 
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a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Stermer  commended  the  staff  for  its  efficient,  concise  presentations 
of  numerous  project  at  the  previous  meeting. 

In  reference  to  item  b,  Public  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  said  that  she  had 
been  asked  by  Fine  Arts  Museums  Chief  Curator  Stephen  Nash  to  testify  before 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  on  May  18  in  support  of  the  proposed 
long-term  installation  of  the  Mark  di  Suvero  sculpture  in  the  Palace  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  parking  lot,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission.  She  explained  that  it  was  not  appropriate  for  her,  as  a  staff  person, 
to  testify  before  another  Commission  without  the  approval  of  her  own 
Commission,  and  she  was  therefore  asking  for  the  Arts  Commission's 
endorsement.  She  distributed  photos  of  the  sculpture,  and  said  that  Mr.  di  Suvero 
was  an  internationally  renowned  sculptor  whose  works  had  been  acquired  by 
cities  throughout  the  world,  including  San  Francisco.  She  said  that  Commissioners 
Roth  and  Stermer  had  endorsed  the  installation  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
meeting,  and  that  it  had  the  support  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  staff. 
She  said  that  Rec  and  Park  had  asked  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  to  do  public  outreach 
and  a  mailing  about  the  project  before  the  May  18  Commission  vote. 

Commissioner  Meyer  expressed  his  strong  endorsement  of  the  installation. 

Public  Art  Program  Curator  Susan  Pontious  gave  background  information  on  item 
c  below.  She  explained  that  Vito  Acconci's  airport  project  for  the  1000-foot- long 
transfer  corridor  consisted  of  16  light  sculptures  that  cross  the  corridor,  bend  at 
the  window  and  end  at  functioning  telephones.  It  is  also  the  only  one  of  the  new 
airport  art  pieces  that  is  visible  from  the  outside  and  will  have  a  major  presence  at 
night.  She  said  that,  for  the  fabrication,  Mr.  Acconci  had  subcontracted  with 
TriPyramid,  an  excellent  fabricator  in  Boston. 

b.  RESOLUTION  NO.  0501-00-223:  Motion  to  endorse  the  installation  of  the 
Mark  DiSuvero  sculpture  in  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  of  San  Francisco-Legion  of 
Honor  parking  lot.

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  Committee  had  met  with  Symphony  staff  to 
discuss  the  upcoming  Summer  in  the  City  (pops)  concert  program.  He  commented 
on  the  diversity  of  this  year's  program,  which  will  range  from  performances  by 
Johnny  Mathis,  Little  Richard  and  the  local  Latin  group  Los  Mocosos  to  an 
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evening  of  Tchaikovsky.  He  said  that  the  Symphony  also  plans  to  present 
performances  in  a  couple  of  the  cultural  centers. 

Commissioner  Marshall  said  that  the  program  was  an  eclectic  one. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  this  year's  series— one  that  is  ethnically  diverse  and 
attractive  to  a  variety  of  audiences—  was  the  kind  of  program  that  the  Commission 
had  been  wanting  throughout  the  seven  years  that  he  had  been  on  staff. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Marshall  on  the  possibility  of 
including  dance,  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  charter  mandates  support  of  the 
Symphony  but  that  he  would  raise  the  issue  with  the  Symphony  about  the 
possibility  of  incorporating  dance  in  some  of  the  programs. 

Vn.  REPORTS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  presented  a  Mayoral  Proclamation  to  poet  and  WritersCorps 
teacher  Russell  Gonzaga  in  recognition  of  his  dedication  to  improving  and  enriching  the 
lives  of  the  youth  of  San  Francisco.  The  Commissioner  said  that  Mr.  Gonzaga  would  be 
taking  a  student  to  Washington,  D.C.  to  compete  in  the  National  Slam  League  event. 

Mr.  Gonzaga  thanked  the  Commission  and  delivered  a  poem.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  staff  transitions.  The 
department  is  in  the  process  of  recruiting  for  a  new  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program  assistant  and  has 
hired  a  new  Gallery  assistant,  Natasha  Garcia-Lomas.  Arts  Education  Officer  Ann  Wettrich  will  be 
leaving  in  mid- July  for  a  position  with  the  City  of  Oakland  Cultural  Affairs  Department. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  referred  back  to  the  Transportation 
and  Land  Use  Committee  the  issue  of  the  encroachment  permit  to  relocate  the  Juan  Bautista  de  Anza 
and  King  Carlos  HI  statues  to  the  median  opposite  Mission  Dolores.  He  said  that  the  move  was  in 
response  to  protests  received  by  Supervisors  Ammiano  and  Katz,  and  that  the  protests  seemed  to  be 
based  on  historical  events  that  were  not  relevant  to  either  Anza  or  his  patron  King  Carlos  III.  He  said 
that,  during  the  three-year  process  to  relocate  the  statues,  the  department  had  consulted  Mission 
Dolores,  the  Archdiocese,  the  Mexican  Consulate  and  the  Spanish  Consulate.  Residents  of  the 
community  were  also  notified  by  mail  of  the  hearings  conducted  by  DPW  and  the  Transportation  and 
Land  Use  Committee.  No  protests  had  been  made  at  either  meeting.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he  had  sent 
detailed  informational  packets  about  the  historical  figures  and  the  department's  public  process  to 
Supervisor  Ammiano,  Supervisor  Katz  (chair  of  the  Transportation  and  Land  Use  Committee)  and  the 
other  two  Committee  members.  Supervisors  Yee  and  Yaki.  The  issue  will  be  heard  again  before  the 
Committee  on  June  27.  Mr.  Newirth  urged  interested  Commissioners  to  attend  that  meeting  and  speak. 
He  said  that  the  department's  public  process  had  been  exemplary,  and  that,  since  staff  had  no  other 
location  in  mind,  it  was  likely  that  the  statues  would  remain  in  storage  for  several  more  years.  He  said 
that  packets  would  be  sent  to  the  Commissioners. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  efforts  to  address  the  space  crisis  affecting  nonprofit  organizations 
as  a  result  of  escalating  rents  and  building  purchase  prices.  He  reported  on  two  recent  meetings.  At  a 
Redevelopment  Agency  hearing  on  the  Mid-Market  area  people  had  testified  in  favor  of  converting 
the  Mid  Market  Survey  Area  to  a  Project  Area.  At  a  Board  of  Supervisors  Small  Business  and 
Economic  Vitality  Committee  meeting,  the  Committee  members  had  considered  the  squeeze  on  both 
nonprofits  and  small  businesses,  and  had  been  impressed  by  the  testimony  from  arts  people.  Mr. 
Newirth  said  that  several  approaches  to  the  problem  had  been  proposed. 

President  Gatti  said  that  he  would  like  to  see  which  artists  and  arts  organizations  had  attended  the 
meetings. 

Mr.  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  on  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza  progress.  He  outlined  plans  for  a 
poster,  mailings  to  the  media  and  residents,  and  a  kickoff  for  the  design  competition  during  Gay  Pride 
Week.  He  said  that  the  project  was  an  urban  design  competition  to  re-envision  the  Market,  Castro  and 
17th  Street  intersection  into  a  community  center.  The  Arts  Commission  is  working  in  collaboration 
with  DPW  and  San  Francisco  Prize.  The  Arts  Commission  will  handle  the  panel,  which  will  consist  of 
both  local  representatives  and  people  of  national  prominence.  The  artist  representative  will  be  Liz 
Diller  of  Diller  &  Scofidio.  Diller  and  Scofidio  are  the  artists  for  the  exterior  Moscone  Center 
Expansion  project. 
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He  reported  on  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  department  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  includes  one-time 
allocations  for  monument  restoration  and  office  furniture  needed  to  upgrade  work  stations. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  WritersCorps  reading  on  June  7,  the  Oceanview  Branch  Library 
dedication  on  June  7,  and  the  rededication  of  Ferry  Plaza  on  June  16.  The  Arts  Commission  budget 
hearing  will  take  place  on  June  22.  The  July  Commission  meeting  is  being  rescheduled  for  July  10. 

He  said  that  Proposition  G,  the  revised  Sunshine  Ordinance,  requires  all  Commissioners  to  undergo 
yearly  training  and  to  sign  an  affidavit  confirming  that  they  had  done  so.  The  training  is  now  available 
on  videocassette,  which  Commissioners  may  check  out  from  the  Arts  Commission  office.  He  asked 
Commissioners  who  have  already  had  their  training  to  let  Sally  Wisnia  know.

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  commented  for  the  record  that  newly  appointed  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  General  Manager  Elizabeth  Goldstein  brought  to  her  position  a  great  deal  of  experience  in 
design  judgment  in  the  public  realm.  He  said  that  her  appointment  signified  a  positive  change  for  the 
department  and  for  future  collaboration  between  that  department  and  the  Arts  Commission. 

Vin.  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Anthony  Imperial,  Story  Road,  distributed  information  about  his  business,  launched  with  a  program 
loan  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development.  He  said  that  he  provided  sound  and 
lighting  services  and  hired  homeless  people  to  help  with  such  tasks  as  making  cables,  loading,  and 
moving.  He  said  that  he  had  experience  in  providing  these  services  for  events  with  audiences  ranging 
from  25  to  10,000  people,  but  that  organizations  funded  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  or  other  City 
departments  were  not  allowing  him  to  bid  on  jobs  for  their  events. 

Casey  Moran,  Story  Road,  asked  the  Commissioners  to  evaluate  the  obligation  of  city  funding 
recipients  to  open  their  jobs  to  bidding. 

President  Gatti  explained  that  the  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  over  GFTA  policy  or  policy  within 
the  city  generally. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  requirements  for  Arts  Commission  grantees.  They  said  that  grantees 
were  required  to  observe  certain  affirmative  action  principles  but  the  Commission  did  not  dictate  how 
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recipients  were  to  use  the  money.  They  said  that  a  change  in  that  policy  would  have  to  come  from  the 
Mayor's  Office.  It  was  also  remarked  that  smart  organizations  would  put  jobs  out  to  bid  in  order  to  get 
the  best  price,  and  that  an  organization  could  not  be  obliged  to  accept  a  bid  from  one  specific 
company.  The  issues  of  reputation,  the  need  for  a  new  company  to  establish  itself,  and  the  difficulty  of 
getting  one's  foot  in  the  door  were  also  raised. 

Susan  Pontious  played  a  video  of  a  channel  7  newscast  clip  featuring  the  art  work  at  the  new  airport.

President  Gatti  announced  that  the  August  meeting  had  been  rescheduled  for  August  14. 

IV    DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  introduced  our  new  accounting  staff  member  Kan  Htun,  who  will  help  upgrade  the 
department  financial  system. 

He  announced  that  a  press  release  about  the  renovation  of  the  Fountain  of  the  Tortoises  had  gone  out. 
He  reviewed  the  funding  that  had  made  the  thorough  restoration  possible.  An  initial  donation  from 
the  Nob  Hill  Association,  which  matched  funding  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Capital 
Improvements  Fund,  had  been  augmented  by  a  $50,000  donation  from  Ford  Motor  Company  and 
$  1 0,000  from  Webby  Awards/E  Data.  He  said  that  the  Civic  Design  Committee  had  just  approved  a 
new  lighting  design  for  the  plaza. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  dedication  of  the  new  Oceanview  Branch  Library  and  art  work.  He 
also  distributed  a  copy  of  a  recent  article  in  the  journal  Western  Cities,  published  by  the  League  of 
California  Cities.  The  two-page  spread  on  public  art  devoted  half  its  space  to  public  art  in  San 
Francisco  and  highlighted  two  projects  in  the  Civic  Center  Courthouse. 

He  reported  on  the  Americans  for  the  Arts  conference  in  early  June.  He  also  announced  that  the  new 
director  of  the  California  Arts  Council  was  Barry  Hessenius,  former  director  of  the  California 
Association  of  Local  Arts  Agencies.  He  commented  on  Mr.  Hessenius's  affinity  and  steady  support 
for  both  public  and  private  arts  agencies,  and  on  his  leadership  role  in  advocating  for  increased  state 
funding  for  the  arts. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Harvey  Milk  project.  He  reported  on  the  initial  community 
meeting,  attended  by  approximately  200  people,  mostly  architects  and  designers.  He  said  that 
community  members  present  had  expressed  their  interest  in  the  forthcoming  display  of  proposals, 
scheduled  for  September  7-9  in  Civic  Auditorium.  He  expected  a  second  presentation,  to  be  given  at 
SPUR  on  July  25,  to  reach  a  different  audience  of  architects,  designers  and  artists. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  arts  media  tour  of  the  new  public  art  works  in  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  Terminal.  He  commented  on  the  incredible  array  of  projects  and  commended 
Susan  Pontious,  the  lead  project  manager  of  the  program.  He  announced  the  upcoming  community 
open  house  that  would  take  place  at  the  facility  on  September  17.  He  said  an  artists'  reception  was 
also  being  planned. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  passed  the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
which  contained  requests  for  small  one-time  allocations  for  monument  restoration  and  ergonomic 
furniture. 
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Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  space  study  for  arts  organizations  currently  in 
progress.  He  said  that  there  were  facihties  at  the  Port  that  were  not  being  used,  and  that  one  of  the 
options  being  examined  was  the  possibility  of  making  those  facilities  available  to  organizations  that 
had  lost  their  spaces.  He  added  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  was  overseeing  a 
concurrent  study  of  other  nonprofits,  and  that  he  hoped  that  all  results  would  be  out  by  September. 
He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  specific  spaces  that  were  in  jeopardy.  He  said  that  Lines  had 
about  a  year  and  a  half  left  at  50  Oak  St.  before  the  Conservatory  of  Music  took  over,  and  that  a 
number  of  organizations  housed  at  44  Page  St.  were  on  month  to  month  leases.  He  also  cited  the  loss 
of  the  Brady  Street  Dance  Center  space,  the  loss  of  the  American  Indian  Contemporary  Arts 
exhibition  space,  and  the  pending  loss  of  the  Dancers'  Group  space  at  3221  22nd  St.  He  said  the 
crisis  was  hitting  organizations  in  every  discipline,  and  that  solutions  were  easier  for  administrative 
office  space  than  for  performing  and  exhibition  space.  He  also  said  that  a  consortium  of  media  arts 
organizations,  including  Frameline,  Cine  Accion,  the  National  Asian  American  Telecommunications 
Association,  and  others  at  346  9th  St.,  had  more  time  to  find  other  space  and  had  made  the 
commitment  to  relocate  as  a  group. 

He  announced  that  Kola  Thomas  had  resigned  as  director  of  the  Center  for  African  and  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  in  the  wake  of  the  release  of  the  independent  auditor's  report.  He  said  that 
he,  Liz  Lerma  and  Commissioner  Blanche  Brown  had  met  with  Center  staff  to  find  a  way  to  address 
the  issue  of  compliance  without  setting  the  Center  up  for  failure.  He  cited  the  need  to  put  new 
systems  in  place  to  help  them  move  forward,  and  said  that  discussion  would  be  held  in  the  CAE  and 
Executive  Committee  meetings.  He  also  said  that  the  proposed  budgets  for  the  three  other  cultural 
centers  would  be  coming  before  the  Commissioners  for  approval  today,  and  that  he  would  ask  them 
to  approve  those  budgets,  pending  receipt  of  certain  documents. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  reception  for  the  new  Gallery  exhibitions  in  City  Hall  on  July  26.

VI.  REPORTS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  potential  for  a  Cow  Parade  exhibition—initially  presented  in 
Chicago  and  subsequently  in  New  York— in  San  Francisco.  The  point  was  made  that  the  event  had 
been  appropriate  for  Chicago  but  not  for  New  York,  where  the  exhibition  was  less  concentrated  and 
made  no  statement.  President  Gatti  said  that  the  concept  of  a  city  wide  exhibition  was  an  opportunity 
for  the  Arts  Commission  to  present  something  unique  and  original.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to 
bring  their  ideas  to  the  next  meeting.  He  suggested  that  the  event  could  include  performing,  as  well 
as  visual,  arts. 

The  Commissioners  expressed  concern  about  the  loss  of  many  of  the  small  groups  as  a  consequence 
of  the  space  crisis.  President  Gatti  suggested  that  solutions  lay  in  some  kind  of  cooperative  form.  Mr. 
Newirth  said  it  was  a  mistake  to  condemn  all  property  owners,  because  some  were  helping  to  find 
solutions,  such  as  the  2050  Bryant  St.  building  owner,  who  had  given  the  tenant  cellspace  a  20-year 
lease.  The  Commissioners  discussed  the  fact  that  the  spaces  at  the  Presidio  were  being  rented  for  full 
market  value.

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  that  the  September  meeting  had  been 
rescheduled  for  the  1 1th. 

In  an  update  on  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza  project,  he  announced  that  approximately  300  registrants  had 
been  received  by  the  deadline.  He  said  that  the  Mayor  had  expressed  interest  in  holding  a  press 
conference  to  announce  the  winners  some  time  during  the  week  of  September  1 1,  after  the  Jury 
review. 

He  commented  on  the  press  coverage  received  after  the  airport  arts  media  tour,  and  commended 
Susan  Pontious  for  her  articulate  presentation  throughout  the  tour.

m    PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

i        IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  on  the  Harvey  Milk  Memorial  Plaza 
International  Design  Competition.  The  1 12  entries  were  on  public  display  September  6  through  8, 
and  several  hundred  viewers  filled  out  surveys.  The  selection  jury  convened  on  September  9.  Mr. 
Newirth  said  that  it  was  the  first  time  the  public  had  had  a  chance  to  view  San  Francisco  Prize  entries 
before  the  jurying,  and  that  it  was  good  public  relations  for  the  city.  At  a  reception  for  the  jurors  on 
Friday  evening,  September  8,  Dan  Nicoletta  and  Anne  Kronenberg—both  former  associates  of  the  late 
Supervisor—spoke  briefly.  The  jurors  then  made  a  site  visit  prior  to  convening  the  following  day.  He 
said  that  the  jury  had  selected  two  winners  and  three  other  contestants  for  Special  Recognition,  and 
that  these  would  be  announced  at  a  press  conference  on  Wednesday,  September  13.  Mr. 
Newirth— who  was  one  of  the  jurors— added  that,  in  the  course  of  the  review,  it  had  become  clear  that 
applicants  had  been  asked  to  fulfill  an  overwhelming  task  in  the  proposals,  which  were  supposed  to 
address  issues  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic  as  well  as  the  memorial  element  for  Mr.  Milk.  He 
explained  that  the  competition  had  been  an  ideas  contest,  and  that  the  winning  proposals  would  be 
presented  at  a  community  forum  in  November.  The  winners  and  Special  Recognition  recipients— who 
all  reside  in  the  Bay  Area— will  be  invited  to  make  presentations  and  receive  input  from  the 
community  at  that  time.  He  thanked  Jill  Manton,  Nina  Dunbar  and  Kristen  Zaremba  for  their  work 
on  the  project. 

He  announced  that,  at  the  next  Community  Arts  and  Education  Committee  meeting,  testimony  would 
be  taken  from  community  members  about  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Arts  and 
Culture. 

He  said  that  the  team  examining  the  space  issue  for  arts  organizations  was  collaborating  with  a 
Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  team  that  was  looking  at  the  impact  on  all  nonprofits  in 
the  city.  He  said  that  foundations  and  financial  institutions  were  also  participating,  that  a  variety  of 
models  would  be  presented,  and  that  both  studies,  which  will  quantify  the  problems  and  make  a 
variety  of  positive  recommendations,  would  be  released  toward  the  end  of  September.  Possible 
solutions  would  include  the  acquisition  of  buildings  and  monetary  support  from  foundations.  Mr. 
Newirth  emphasized  that  all  parties  were  really  on  the  same  side  and  needed  to  work  together 
without  making  any  entity  the  villain.  He  said  that,  at  a  recent  weekend-long  forum  at  SOMARTS, 
the  artists  with  the  best  input  were  those  who  were  focusing  on  means  of  collaborating.  He  said  that  a 
press  conference  to  announce  the  release  of  both  studies  would  soon  be  scheduled. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  about  the  possibility  of  the  Arts  Commission  initiating  the  acquisition  of 
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j  a  building,  and  also  about  the  possibility  of  using  the  Turk-Fillmore  building  for  such  a  purpose.  Mr. 

!  Newirth  answered  that  it  was  not  in  the  Commission's  best  interests  to  acquire  property  that  it  would 

j  have  to  manage.  Preferable  alternatives  would  be  turning  over  a  long-term  lease  to  a  nonprofit 

I  manager  or  allowing  a  nonprofit  to  purchase  a  facility  with  government  assistance.  Such  models 

would  help  resolve  space  issues  while  allowing  organizations  to  move  forward  independently.  In 
regard  to  the  Turk-Fillmore  building,  he  said  that  buildings  requiring  major  retrofitting—as  the 
Turk-Fillmore  structure  does—  would  not  meet  short-term  needs. 

President  Gatti  commented  that  people  were  considering  a  number  of  facilities  that  were  either  up  for 
'  sale  or  available  for  long-term  leasing. 

Mr.  Newirth  added  that  space  needs  varied.  Some  organizations,  such  as  dance  groups,  needed  large 
rehearsal  and  performing  spaces.  Others  required  a  mix  of  art  space  and  office  space.  He  said  that 
Laurie  MacDougall,  who  is  conducting  the  arts  organization  space  study,  has  been  contracted  to  do 
an  analysis  of  ArtHouse  and  ways  to  most  effectively  utilize  that  organization  to  address  the  space 
I  needs  of  the  entire  arts  community. 

Mr.  Newirth  asked  Debra  Lehane  to  update  the  Commissioners  on  the  status  of  the  Jerry  Garcia 
statue.  Ms.  Lehane  said  that  the  artist  had  offered  the  statue  to  the  City,  but  that  Ms.  Lehane  had 
informed  him  that  she  would  need  to  consult  Mr.  Garcia's  widow.  Mrs.  Garcia  told  Ms.  Lehane  that 
she  appreciated  the  artist's  offer  but  that  she  did  not  believe  it  was  the  way  her  late  husband  would 
wish  to  be  memorialized.  Ms.  Lehane  reported  that  Mrs.  Garcia  was  interested  in  using  part  of  the 
estate  to  support  something  more  appropriate,  such  as  an  environmental  work  in  an  area  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  that  might  require  refurbishing  and  that  could  be  converted  into  a  quiet  place 
commemorating  her  husband's  lifelong,  private  relationship  with  the  park. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Brother  Elk  regarding  the  space  planning  and 
renovation  allocation  motion,  consent  calendar  item  V-4,  Nancy  Gonchar  explained  that  it  was  for 
renovation  of  the  lower  level  into  office  space  for  staff  members  who  would  be  moving  down  there.

The  Review  Process 

Commissioner  Stermer  said  that  he  would  like  the  Commission  to  discuss  the  process  for 
commissioning  artwork,  and  to  examine  the  possibility  of  the  Commissioners  having  more  input 
rather  than  delegating  all  decisions  to  outside  panels. 

President  Gatti  said  that  there  was  opportunity  for  Commissioners  to  be  involved  sooner  in  the 
process  but  that  the  time  required  was  extensive.  He  added  that,  once  prospectuses  were  sent  out,  the 
Commissioners  could  review  them.  He  also  commented  on  the  number  of  hours  spent  in  preliminary 
meetings  before  applications  reached  the  panel. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  that  the  same  issue  was  applicable  to  the  grantmaking  process,  and 
that  the  boundaries  for  review  and  the  appeal  process  should  be  addressed. 

Commissioner  Stermer  suggested  that  the  need  to  respect  process  might  mean  that  the  Commission 
did  not  always  get  the  best  work.  He  said  he  wanted  to  work  with  the  staff  to  streamline  the  process 
and  involve  Commissioners  at  an  earlier  stage. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  about  setting  up  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  study  the  issue.  He  also  raised 
the  possibility  of  having  two  Commissioners  serve  on  a  panel  or,  if  only  one  served,  giving  that 
Commissioner  member  two  votes. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  issue  of  the  public  art  process  should  go  before  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  first.  He  recommended  that  each  Commissioner  serve  both  on  a  selection  panel  for 
commissions  and  on  a  grants  panel. 

Other  Comments 

Commissioner  Freebaira-Smith  said  that  $180,000  had  been  raised  for  the  Pioneer  Park  project,  a 
community-based  effort  to  implement  the  original  site  plan  by  the  late  Arthur  Brown.  He  announced 
the  groundbreaking  for  that  evening. 

Commissioner  Meyer  commented  that  the  art  installations  in  the  new  international  airport  were 
remarkable.  He  commended  Susan  Pontious  for  her  management  of  the  projects. 

Susan  Pontious  announced  that  she  would  give  tours  of  the  airport  art  installations  on  September  28 
and  October  3.

5.  Executive  Committee  —  Stanlee  Gatti,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Executive  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

In  reference  to  the  following  request  for  an  allocation  to  the  Creative  Space  granting 
program,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  it  was  a  measure  to  provide  immediate  assistance  to  arts 
organizations  affected  by  the  space  crisis.  He  explained  that  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants 
Program  had  been  setting  aside  $150,000  annually  to  accumulate  the  basis  for  a 
revolving  loan  fund  program  that  was  to  start  within  within  the  next  several  years.  This 
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allocation  from  that  program  to  the  Creative  Space  program  would  delay  the  initiation  of 
the  loan  fund  for  a  year.  It  would  be  used  for  assistance  in  the  types  of  projects  that 
Creative  Space  Grants  are  normally  used  for— such  as  capital  improvements,  feasibility 
studies  relocation  or  colocation.  One  focus  would  be  on  master  tenant  organizations  that 
provide  space— such  as  dance  facilities  or  musician  rehearsal  studios— for  other 
organizations  to  use.  Another  focus  would  be  on  capital  improvements  grants  to 
organizations  that  would  make  improvements  enabling  them  to  offer  space  to  other 
organizations.  Funding  for  immediate  assistance  would  also  come  from  GFTA,  MOCD, 
and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  Non-Profit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Fund.  The  total 
amount  being  allocated  for  arts  would  be  in  excess  of  $2  million. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Brother  Elk  on  feasibility  studies  for 
capital  improvements,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  details  in  the  process  still  had  to  be  worked 
out.  Issues  to  be  resolved  included  such  questions  as  whether  grants  would  be  made 
during  regular  CEG  granting  cycles  or  during  multiple  cycles,  whether  a  special  review 
panel  would  be  established,  and  which  entity  would  be  responsible  for  what.  For 
example,  the  possibility  existed  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  focus  only  on  capital 
improvements.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  following  motion  was  merely  a  general  request 
for  the  allocation  in  order  to  provide  needed  short-term  assistance. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Meyer  on  whether  funds  existed  for  the 
acquisition  of  space,  Mr.  Newirth  said  they  did  not.  He  said  the  current  objective  was  to 
infuse  what  limited  money  was  available  in  order  to  address  short-term  opportunities. 
He  added  that  certain  foundations  had  indicated  interest  in  donating  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  sites.  He  said  that  the  public  sector  alone  could  not  solve  the  problem,  but 
that  it  was  important  for  the  government  to  be  seen  as  being  proactive.  He  added  that  the 
private  sector  was  willing  to  consider  purchase,  but  it  was  necessary  to  figure  out  the 
infrastructure  for  decisionmaking  on  projects.  The  Northern  California  GrantMakers  is 
willing  to  set  up  an  umbrella  fund— which  would  include  both  public  and  private 
support— to  release  money  for  this,  but  the  details  are  still  being  worked  out. 

President  Gatti  added  that  tens  of  millions  of  dollars,  beyond  the  initial  $2  million 
currently  being  dedicated,  would  be  needed.  He  called  the  problem  a  civic  crisis 
comparable  to  the  Giants  crisis,  when  the  city  initially  stepped  in  but  the  ultimate 
solution  was  provided  by  the  private  sector.  He  said  that  the  city  could  use  city  real 
estate  where  possible,  and  that  people  in  the  private  sector  had  expressed  interest  in 
lending  or  donating  buildings,  but  details  had  to  be  worked  out  so  that  it  made  sense  to 
those  donors. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  city  was  acting  as  facilitator  in  bringing  people  together  to 
make  the  most  of  opportunities.  He  suggested,  as  an  example,  that  an  owner  might  not 
wish  to  sell  a  building  but  might  be  willing  to  engage  in  a  long-term  lease  with  the  city. 
The  city  would  have  to  develop  a  structure  for  managing  that  facility.

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  asked  Janet  Heller  to  present  the  new  WritersCorps  teachers,  a  team  of  community 
poets,  prose  writers  and  interdisciplinary  writers.  New  teachers  Chad  Sweeney,  Gloria  Yamato,  Dani 
Montgomery  and  returning  teachers  Michelle  Matz,  Cathy  Arellano,  and  Alison  Seevak  introduced 
themselves. 

Mr.  Newirth  distributed  a  letter  to  the  editor  in  response  to  a  Chronicle  article  covering  the  Veterans' 
protest  against  the  removal  of  World  War  I  battle  flags  from  City  Hall.  He  explained  that  the  Arts 
Commission  role  was  strictly  an  agreement  to  store  the  flags  in  response  to  a  City  Hall  request,  and 
that  he  had  related  those  details  to  the  reporter. 

He  announced  that  the  restored  Buddha  monument  was  back  in  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden. 

He  announced  the  opening  reception  for  the  exhibition  of  Helen  Ludwig's  art  in  City  Hall  on 
Wednesday,  November  8,  and  thanked  Jill  Manton  and  Debra  Lehane  for  making  it  possible.  Ms. 
Manton  said  that  the  exhibition  had  been  an  unusual  undertaking  because  the  works  by  the 
88-year-old  artist  and  former  WPA  muralist  needed  to  be  cleaned  and  professionally  mounted  and 
framed.  She  said  that  former  Arts  Commissioner  Roselyne  Swig  and  the  Fleischhacker  Foundation 
had  funded  the  project. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Bob  Walker  exhibition  in  the  Gallery  would  close  on  November  18,  and 
that  it  would  be  followed  by  an  exhibition  of  art  by  Korean  comfort  women  from  November  20  to 
December  2. 

He  announced  the  final  community  meeting  for  the  first  stage  of  the  Harvey  Milk  redesign  project  on 
Wednesday,  November  15,  5:30  to  7:30  p.m.,  in  the  Green  Room  of  401  Van  Ness  Avenue.  The 
winning  proposals  from  the  competition,  as  well  as  several  other  proposals  that  the  jury  thought 
contained  interesting  urban  design  ideas  would  be  included.  He  said  that  the  meeting  would  mark  the 
end  of  the  project's  conceptual  stage  of  generating  ideas. 

He  announced  that  the  Haring  sculpture  "Three  Dancing  Figures"  would  be  installed  in  late 
November  at  Third  and  Howard.  He  said  that  Susan  Pontious  would  give  a  tour  of  the  airport  art 
works  on  November  20  at  11  a.m.  He  said  that  the  airport's  community  open  house  was  scheduled  for 
December  3,  9  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  and  that  there  would  be  a  reception  for  staff  and  officials  connected 
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with  the  airport  from  3  to  5  p.m.  He  announced  that  an  Arts  Commission  reception  for  the  artists  and 
the  arts  community  would  be  held  some  time  in  January. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  downstairs  renovations  were  progressing  on  schedule  and 
that  the  entire  CAE  staff  would  soon  occupy  newly  refurbished  offices. 

Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  space  issue.  The  actual  study  quantifying  the  impact 
on  arts  organizations  and  recommending  possible  solutions  is  now  available  on  the  website 
orgspaces.org,  along  with  the  parallel  study  on  the  problem's  effect  on  non-arts  nonprofits, 
commissioned  by  MOCD. 

He  oudined  the  funding  to  date.  An  additional  amount  of  $150,000  has  been  allocated  from  the  CEG 
programs,  above  the  regular  annual  allotment  for  Creative  Space,  along  with  $1  million  from  GFTA 
and  $.5  million  from  the  Performing  Arts  Loan  Fund  from  MOH.  An  additional  $3  million  has  been 
allocated  from  the  MOCD  capital  cycle.  Also,  a  pro  bono  team  of  architects,  designers  and  engineers 
will  donate  their  services  toward  the  creation  or  development  of  spaces.  In  addition  150,000  square 
feet  at  Pier  70  has  been  designated  for  nonprofit  arts  use  and  Caltrans  will  turn  over  parcels  on 
Octavia  Boulevard  to  the  city  from  the  demolition  of  the  Central  Freeway  which  may  be  developed 
for  nonprofit  use. 

He  discussed  proposed  legislation  by  two  supervisors.  Supervisor  Ammiano's  legislation  would 
provide  $1.5  million  from  the  general  fund  for  a  rent  subsidy  program.  The  bill  was  approved 
unanimously  by  the  full  Board  at  its  last  meeting  and  received  its  second  and  final  reading  at  the  full 
Board  meeting  today.  It  next  goes  to  the  Mayor  for  his  signature.  For  passage,  it  needs  to  be  signed 
by  the  Mayor  or  10  days  need  to  pass.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  this  legislation  states  that  the  money 
would  be  appropriated  through  the  Arts  Commission  and  then  granted  to  California  Lawyers  for  the 
Arts  to  be  administered.  Mr.  Newirth  and  Kary  Schulman  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  have  already 
conferred  with  ArtHouse  about  draft  application  forms.  Mr.  Newirth  would  manage  the  contract.  To 
be  eligible,  an  organization  must  have  at  least  one  year  left  on  its  lease.  A  second  bill,  proposed  by 
Supervisor  Yaki,  would  complement  Supervisor  Ammiano's  legislation  by  allocating  $.5  million  in 
rent  subsidies  for  non-arts  nonprofit  organizations.  In  addition  $2.5  million  would  be  allocated  from 
the  General  Fund  for  capital  improvements  or  property  acquisition.  All  nonprofits—arts  and 
non-arts— would  be  eligible  for  this  assistance.  This  bill  was  also  heard  before  the  full  Board  today. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  an  October  25  meeting  on  the  space  issue,  convened  by  Theatre  Bay  Area. 
He  said  that  numerous  artists  expressed  their  support  and  appreciation  for  the  Arts  Commission's 
work  on  the  issue. 

He  announced  that  the  possibility  of  turning  the  Mid-Market  area  into  a  redevelopment  project  area 
had  been  put  on  the  fast  track.  The  issue  will  be  discussed  at  a  Commonwealth  Club  panel  on 
Monday,  November  13. 

He  reported  that  Lawrence  Thoo  had  arranged  with  ArtSpace— a  nonprofit  art  developer  that  develops 
a  variety  of  art  spaces,  including  live-work  spaces  and  multi-use  facilities— to  meet  with  the  Arts 
Commission  and  others  in  the  San  Francisco  arts  community  in  early  December  to  examine  the 
possibilities  of  a  development  project  for  San  Francisco,  and  to  discuss  the  best  way  to  develop  and 
maintain  affordable  space  for  artists  and  arts  organizations.

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

b.  Discussion  and  vote  regarding  proposal  submitted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
regarding  the  use  of  art  enrichment  funding  for  the  Baker  Street  Pump  Station. 

John  Mullane,  Jr.,  PUC  General  Manager,  addressed  the  Commission.  He  proposed  a 
small  museum  housing  water-related  art  in  an  abandoned  pump  station  on  Baker  Street 
between  the  Marina  Green  and  Crissy  Field,  to  be  funded  by  art  enrichment  funds  from 
various  PUC  projects  with  budgets  up  to  $8  billion.  He  said  that,  though  the  2  percent 
from  these  projects  would  yield  considerable  funding  for  arts  projects,  most  PUC 
facilities  did  not  get  visitors,  many  were  outside  the  city,  and  arts  projects  in  those  sites 
would  not  have  viewing  audiences.  He  added  that,  as  an  example,  the  upgrade  of  a  filter 
plant  in  Sunol  would  generate  $900,000  in  art  enrichment  funds.  He  suggested  that  such 
funds  could  be  used  for  an  upgrade  of  the  Baker  St.  facility,  providing  an  opportunity  for 
an  ongoing  site-specific  public  art  program  within  the  city.  He  said  that  he  was  seeking 
from  the  Commission  a  conceptual  agreement,  followed  by  an  investigation  to  see  if  the 
PUC  could  come  up  with  numbers  that  worked  for  the  Arts  Commission.  He  added  that 
the  PUC  would  provide  the  facility  if  art  enrichment  funds  could  be  used  for  the 
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Upgrade. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he,  Jill  Manton  and  Nina  Dunbar  had  been  initially  excited  by  the 
possibility  and  had  visited  the  Baker  St.  pump  station.  Subsequently  they  had  learned 
that  the  Arts  Commission  would  be  expected  to  pay  for  the  entire  upgrade,  including 
retrofitting,  demolition  and  all  other  expenses  related  to  capital  improvement.  The  plan 
was  then  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee.  The  Committee  agreed  to  keep  the 
idea  under  consideration  provided  that  the  PUC  conducted  a  feasibility  study,  which  was 
outside  the  scope  of  the  art  enrichment  ordinance.  The  purpose  of  the  feasibiility  study 
would  be  to  identify  what  upgrades  and  modifications  would  be  required,  and  their 
costs,  as  well  as  an  assessment  of  what  kinds  of  arts  programming  would  be  appropriate 
for  that  building,  given  its  design,  size  and  context.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  PUC  had 
indicated  that  it  would  not  pay  for  a  feasibility  study. 

Mr.  Mullane  said  that  the  PUC  would  not  fund  the  feasibility  study  without  conceptual 
approval  from  the  Arts  Commission. 

Mr.  Newirth  maintained  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  would  require  the  feasibility 
study  before  moving  forward. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  observed  that  art  enrichment  funds  from  projects  throughout 
the  PUC  system  would  be  eligible  for  this  project  if  details  could  be  worked  out. 

Commissioner  Freebaim- Smith  asked  if  the  plan  called  for  the  daily  operation  of  the 
gallery  to  be  an  Arts  Commission  activity.  Mr.  Mullane  answered  that  presumably  it 
would,  and  that  the  art  enrichment  funds  would  be  sufficient  to  staff  the  gallery. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  raised  the  issue  of  extraordinary  costs  for  the  upgrade, 
such  as  toxic  cleanup. 

Mr.  Mullane  said  that  he  was  willing  to  spend  the  $20,000  on  the  feasibility  study  to 
identify  such  issues.  He  reiterated  his  view  that  the  pooling  of  art  enrichment  funds  from 
PUC  projects  could  provide  an  arts  program  of  major  benefit. 

President  Gatti  asked  if  there  were  any  objections  to  the  concept. 

Commissioner  Stermer  said  that,  in  his  view,  the  upgrade  was  a  construction  project,  not 
an  arts  project.,  and  that  the  Commission  should  not  enter  into  a  conceptual  agreement 
without  knowing  what  it  was  getting  into. 

President  Gatti  cited  previous  complications  with  arts  projects  at  PUC  facilities.  He  said 
that  a  feasibility  study  would  reveal  what  the  Commission  needed  to  know. 

Mr.  Newirth  reiterated  the  Visual  Arts  Committee's  insistence  that  it  would  proceed  only 
if  the  PUC  would  do  a  feasibility  study  first.  He  added  that  both  Park  Service 
representatives  and  funders  of  the  Crissy  Field  rehabilitation  had  indicated  that  they 
would  like  the  building  to  be  demolished. 

Mr.  Mullane  said  that  if  the  Arts  Commission  was  unwilling  to  spend  the  money  on  the 
upgrade,  there  could  be  no  agreement.  In  response  to  the  suggestion  that  the  City 
Attorney  would  need  to  make  a  determination,  he  said  that  if  the  City  Attorney  said  that 
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such  a  use  of  art  enrichment  funds  was  legal  and  the  Arts  Commission  was  willing  to 
entertain  the  idea,  he  would  spend  the  money  on  a  feasibility  study. 

Jill  Manton  pointed  out  that  an  enormous  amount  of  work,  including  the  possible 
removal  of  huge  equipment,  would  be  necessary  to  make  the  building  suitable  for  human 
occupancy.  She  suggested  that  the  Commissioners  could  tour  the  building  to  see  for 
themselves  the  nature  of  the  work  that  would  be  needed. 

In  response  to  a  Commissioner  question,  Mr.  Newirth  repeated  that  he  and  other  staff 
members  had  been  enthusiastic  about  the  idea  until  they  had  learned  that  the  Arts 
Commission  would  have  to  bear  the  capital  improvement  costs,  which  had  nothing  to  do 
with  art. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  would  require  a  written  proposal  before 
proceeding  further,  and  that  this  should  be  reviewed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Ms.  Manton  agreed  to  work  with  PUC  staff  on  the  proposal.

In  reference  to  item  f  below,  Nina  Dunbar  presented  Mildred  Howard's  conceptual 
proposal  for  the  Fillmore  Street  Bridge  Public  Art  Project.  She  said  that  the  bridge 
redesign  called  for  a  canopy  for  the  sidewalk  portion  of  the  bridge  and  the  addition  of 
windscreens  with  glass  panels,  each  5  feet  high  and  8  feet  long.  Ms.  Howard,  who  was 
selected  from  three  finalists,  has  proposed  the  use  of  three  different  colors  of  glass,  in 
various  shades  of  blue,  that  would  be  visible  to  cars  passing  underneath.  Lights  beneath 
the  bridge  would  create  ribbons  of  light  on  either  side  of  the  Geary  Boulevard  corridor 
under  the  bridge.  A  poem  by  Quincy  Troupe  would  be  sandblasted  on  the  inside  of  the 
glass,  where  pedestrians  would  pass.  Ms.  Dunbar  added  that  the  three  finalist  proposals 
had  been  on  public  display  at  two  sites  within  the  community,  including  the  branch 
library.  She  said  that  the  artist  had  already  met  with  members  of  the  community,  and  that 
other  meetings  would  follow  so  that  her  work  would  reflect  the  diversity  of  voices  of 
that  community.  She  said  that  representatives  of  the  Japanese  American  community  had 
expressed  concern  that  the  concept  did  not  reflect  their  community.  Ms.  Dunbar  said 
that  the  artist  and  the  Arts  Commission  wiould  attempt  to  address  that  issue.  In  response 
to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Mirikitani,  she  said  that  part  of  the  process  would 
include  Quincy  Troupe  reading  his  past  poetry,  talking  about  the  evolution  of  his  work, 
and  collecting  words,  memories  and  other  input  from  the  people  at  the  meeting  for 
incorporation  into  the  poem  for  this  work. 
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Jill  Manton  added  that  the  streetscape  plans  called  for  historical  events  and  places  to  be 
etched  into  the  pavement  under  the  auspices  of  a  process  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  and  that  guidance  from  the  community  would  be  sought  on 
meaningful  content  for  those  etchings. 

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  proposal  needed  more  consideration,  and  suggested 
that  the  item  be  referred  back  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Mr,  Newirth  pointed  out  that  the  Howard  proposal  was  the  one  chosen  by  the 
independent  panel. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  cited  the  tradition  of  respecting  panel  selections. 

Commissioners  Freebairn- Smith  and  Cochran  voiced  their  support  for  the  project. 

Ms.  Dunbar  said  that  the  proposal  was  a  work  in  progress,  and  that  the  Commissioners 
were  being  asked  to  endorse  the  direction. 

Commissioner  Guggenheim  made  the  decision  to  refer  the  item  back  to  Committee. 

f.  Motion  to  approve  the  panel's  recommendation  of  Mildred  Howard's  proposal,  "Three 
Shades  of  Blue"  for  the  Fillmore  Street  Bridge  Public  Art  Project  and  to  authorize  the

Culture  Vista  would  provide  technical  assistance  at  low  or  no  cost  to 
small  arts  organizations  that  wanted  to  affiliate  with  it  and  wished  to  build  a  web  site  to  make  their 
programming  more  available  to  the  community  at  large.  He  said  that  a  wide  variety  of  organizations, 
from  large  mainstream  institutions  to  the  smaller  groups,  would  be  able  to  broadcast  content  in  a  way 
that  had  never  been  done  before.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  commended  the  staff  on  the  installation  of  the  Keith  Haring  sculpture  at  Moscone 
Convention  Center,  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Third  and  Howard  streets. 

He  appointed  Commissioners  Guggenheim,  Mirikitani  and  Stermer  to  the  Nominating  Committee. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  collections  program  assistant  Sarah  Freeman  would  be  leaving  the  staff 
to  relocate  to  New  York,  and  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Director  Lawrence  Thoo  would  be 
leaving  to  take  a  position  with  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  in  San  Jose. 

He  distributed  the  Commissioners'  invitations  to  the  reception  for  the  airport  artists,  scheduled  for 
January  25  in  the  International  Terminal  at  the  Airport  Aviation  Library  and  Louis  A.  Turpen 
Aviation  Museum.  He  said  it  was  an  opportunity  to  celebrate  the  installation  of  the  17  works 
commissioned  for  the  new  terminal,  and  that  posters  showing  images  of  the  works  would  be 
displayed  on  kiosks.  Susan  Pontious  distributed  the  mockups  for  the  posters.  Thirty-three  will  be  on 
display  throughout  the  city. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  he  would  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Urban  Arts  Federation  the 
following  week  in  Washington,  DC,  and  that  he  would  be  ending  his  tenure  as  president  of  the 
organization. 

He  reported  that  the  first  panel  had  convened  to  review  applications  for  rent  subsidies.  Six 
organizations  applied,  and  all  of  them  met  the  criteria  and  were  awarded  subsidies.  The  three-person 
panel  consisted  of  Mr.  Newirth,  Grants  for  the  Arts  director  Kary  Schulman,  and  a  specialist  in  the 
discipline  of  the  applying  organization.  Approximately  $250,000  were  awarded,  and  the  total  subsidy 
allocation  is  $1.5  million.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he  knew  of  a  few  more  applications  coming  up  but 
that  it  was  possible  that  the  number  of  applications  would  be  lower  than  originally  anticipated.  He 
attributed  the  change  to  a  recent  softening  of  the  city  real  estate  market,  and  said  that  the  vacancy 
rate  had  increased  from  one  percent  to  a  current  six  percent.

m.  PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  described  the  well  attended  reception  for  the  airport  artists  on  January  25.  He 
commended  Jill  Manton,  Susan  Pontious,  Judy  Moran  and  Kristen  Zaremba  for  their  work. 

He  introduced  the  new  arts  education  officer  Rachelle  Axel. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  opening  reception  for  the  current  gallery  exhibition  of  work  by  Jess 
Hillard. 

In  an  update  on  the  rent  subsidies  for  arts  organizations,  he  announced  that  six  awards,  amounting  to 
approximately  $.25  million,  had  been  given  out,  and  several  other  arts  organizations  were  currently 
putting  together  applications.  He  raised  the  possibility  that  numerous  organizations  may  not  be 
meeting  current  criteria,  particularly  the  requirement  that  an  applicant  must  have  received  a  rent 
increase  of  at  least  100%,  as  a  result  of  the  recent  loosening  of  the  rental  market.  He  said  that, 
consequently,  the  question  whether  current  policy  was  the  most  effective  way  to  meet  arts 
organization  needs  might  be  raised.  He  also  announced  the  future  availability  of  space  for  cultural 
use  through  the  Port  at  Pier  70. 

He  announced  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  requested  a  status  quo  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

He  reported  on  a  January  22  meeting  on  the  Bay  view  Opera  house  that  he  and  CAE  Commissioner 
Marshall  and  staff  had  attended,  along  with  representatives  of  Bay  view  Opera  House,  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Economic  Development,  Redevelopment  and  DPW.  Discussion  centered  on  the 
improvement  of  not  only  the  facility  itself  but  the  entire  block  as  a  focus  of  Third  Street 
redevelopment.  Mr.  Newirth  commented  on  the  positive  energy  behind  the  idea. 

He  announced  the  forthcoming  visit  to  the  Baker  Street  Pump  Station  on  February  28.  He  said  that 
the  purpose  was  to  allow  interested  Commissioners  to  see  the  facility  in  order  to  become  more 
informed  before  reconsidering  the  PUC  proposal  for  converting  the  building  into  a  gallery  as  an  art 
enrichment  project. 
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President  Gatti  raised  the  possibility  of  civic  design  approval  of  another  project,  a  bench,  not  being 
able  to  proceed  until  interest  in  the  building  was  expressed. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  arrangements  could  be  made  to  have  the  bench  approved. 

He  announced  that  he  would  take  part  in  a  forthcoming  Art  Table  panel  with  Kary  Schulman  and 
Supervisor  Gavin  Newsom. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  CAAAC.  He  said  that  the  organization  had  submitted  four 
budgets  and  program  plans,  and  that  none  were  acceptable.  He  said  that  more  information  about 
CAAAC  and  the  Arts  Commission's  efforts  to  work  with  the  organization  to  make  it  functional 
would  be  forthcoming. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Mirikitani  on  the  Arts  Commission's  responsibility  for 
the  facility,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  agency  had  to  make  sure  that  the  building  was  open  and  safe. 
He  added  that,  until  about  four  years  ago,  little  funding  for  the  cultural  centers  had  been  available, 
and  the  Commission  had  been  unable  to  do  much.  He  said  that  support  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
would  be  needed  in  order  to  make  changes. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  expressed  concern  about  liability. 

Mr.  Newirth  answered  that  the  cultural  center  organizations  were  obliged  to  carry  insurance. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  raised  the  possibility  that  CAAAC  may  not  be  receiving  sufficient  funds  to 
maintain  the  building. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he  would  contact  the  City  Attorney.  He  added  that,  if  the  Arts  Commission  did 
indeed  have  other  obligations,  he  felt  confident  that  the  City  Attorney  would  have  already  advised 
him  of  those  obligations.

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  Baker  Street  Pump  Station  at  Crissy  Field  and  the 
PUC's  offer  to  transfer  the  building  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

President  Gatti  recounted  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  Meeting  discussion  with 
PUC  Acting  General  Manager  John  Mullane,  Jr.  He  said  that  he  had  asked  Mr.  Mullane 
to  clarify  if  the  feasibility  study  to  be  performed  by  the  PUC  would  include,  costs  to 
retrofit  the  building,  convert  it  into  a  gallery  space,  and  operate  and  maintain  the  facility 
over  the  next  20  years.  Mr.  Mullane  had  said  the  study  would  not  address  analysis  of 
whether  space  would  be  appropriate  for  art  exhibition,  nor  would  it  address  ongoing 
programming  and  operational  costs.  He  stated  that  this  would  be  better  undertaken  by 
the  Arts  Commission.  President  Gatti  said  that  very  little  dialog  had  followed  his 
question,  and  that  the  PUC  seemed  to  want  a  quick  answer  to  its  proposal  to  transfer  the 
building  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  upgrade  with  art  enrichment  funds.  He  reported  that 
Mr.  Mullane  had  suggested  that  such  funds,  amounting  to  $350,000  from  two  remote 
PUC  projects,  could  be  used  to  renovate  the  building.  President  Gatti  commented  on  the 
building's  potential  as  an  art  space  at  Crissy  Field.  He  suggested  that  the  Arts 
Commission  could  lobby  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  City  entities  for  funds  for 
the  project. 

Commissioner  Stermer  said  that  a  feasibility  study  would  be  necessary  for  transfer  of  the 
building  to  any  agency,  but  that  the  PUC  seemed  reluctant  to  conduct  one  without  a 
commitment  from  the  Arts  Commission.  He  said  he  was  opposed  to  committing  art 
enrichment  funds  without  further  examination  of  the  possibilities. 

Jill  Manton  said  that,  concurrent  with  assessing  the  cost  of  building  upgrade,  the  Arts 
Commission  would  need  to  know  the  programming/operation  cost  and  the  source  of 
funding  for  same  because  art  enrichment  money  cannot  be  used  for  programming. 

President  Gatti  commented  on  the  high  potential  for  an  Arts  Commission  presence  at 
Crissy  Field  with  its  high  volume  of  tourist  and  local  traffic 
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Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  project  was  attractive  from  an  architectural 
perspective.  He  said  that  the  building's  long  span  and  column-free  structure  had 
potential  for  a  gallery  space.  In  reference  to  the  feasibility  study,  he  added  that  the  PUC 
was  probably  not  equipped  to  analyze  the  feasibility  of  programming. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  make  a 
counterproposal.  He  suggested  that  the  PUC  analyze  the  structural  feasibility,  and  that 
the  Arts  Commission  analyze  the  programming  feasibility.

President  Gatti  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  could  ask  the  PUC  to  conduct  such 
a  study  under  Arts  Commission  direction. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  other  entities  had  said  that  they  wanted  the  building  torn  down.  He 
said  that  he  had  been  informed  of  previous  PUC  attempts  to  interest  other  parties  in  the 
building's  potential  as  a  restaurant  and  then  a  wine  bar.  He  said  that  it  had  also  been 
reported  that  the  PUC  did  not  want  to  be  in  possession  of  the  building  by  the  time  Crissy 
Field  is  rededicated  in  May. 

President  Gatti  said  that  any  agreement  on  a  feasibility  study  would  have  to  be  very  clear 
about  the  commitment  expected  from  the  Arts  Commission. 

In  respect  to  use  of  art  enrichment  funds,  Jill  Manton  expressed  her  reservation  to  using 
those  funds  for  capital  improvement.  She  said  she  could  envision  a  partnership  with  the 
PUC,  whereby  the  PUC  would  pay  for  bringing  the  building  up  to  code,  and  then  the 
Arts  Commission  would  bring  in  an  artist  to  transform  that  palette  into  an  arts  space. 
She  added  that  the  city's  public  art  ordinance  allowed  great  latitude,  but  that  a  dangerous 
precedent  would  be  set  if  the  Arts  Commission  began  using  a  public  art  allocation  for 
architectural  design  and  capital  upgrade.  She  said  that  the  PUC  had  not  been  specific 
about  the  quantity  of  funding  that  the  Arts  Commission  could  expect  to  receive  in  the 
future.  She  also  specified  that  the  programming  portion  of  the  project  could  not  be  paid 
for  with  art  enrichment  funds. 

President  Gatti  said  that  he  did  not  foresee  continuous  use  of  art  enrichment  money  for  a 
gallery  at  Crissy  Field. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that,  in  previous  discussion,  PUC  staff  had  talked  about  programing 
poetry  readings,  performances  and  exhibitions  related  to  water. 

President  Gatti  emphasized  that  the  converted  space  would  have  to  feature  new  art 
installations  of  interest  to  the  Arts  Commission.  He  added  that  the  Gallery  presented  the 
most  innovative  exhibitions  in  the  city,  and  that  the  Baker  St.  pump  station  posed  an 
opportunity  to  give  more  people  the  chance  to  see  such  presentations  and  heighten 
Commission  visibility.  He  added  that  the  building,  which  had  existed  on  the  site  for  30 
years,  would  be  torn  down  if  the  PUC  did  not  find  another  organization  to  take  it  over, 
that  no  other  facility  would  ever  be  built  there,  and  that  the  offer  of  the  building 
represented  an  opportunity  for  the  Arts  Commission  that  would  not  happen  again.  He 
added  that  a  Crissy  Field  gallery  represented  an  opportunity  for  the  Arts  Commission  to 
acquire  more  money  in  its  annual  budget. 

Mr.  Newirth  pointed  out  that  the  Arts  Commission  currently  received  no  funding  from 
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the  city  for  gallery  programming. 

Commissioner  Meyer  suggested  that  the  Arts  Commission  advise  the  PUC  that  it  would 
reconsider  the  idea,  ask  the  agency  to  conduct  a  feasibility  study,  and  specify  the 
condition  that,  if  the  Arts  Commission  accepted  the  building,  it  would  be  under  Arts 
Commission  control. 

Jill  Manton  suggested  that  the  PUC  could  give  the  Arts  Commission  the  funding  for  the 
feasibility  study  so  that  the  Commission  could  direct  it. 

President  Gatti  asked  Commissioners  Freebairn-Smith  and  Meyer  to  draft  a  letter  to  the 
PUC. 

Commissioner  Stermer  noted  that  not  every  Commissioner  present  was  in  favor  of  a 
gallery.  He  indicated  his  objection  to  a  building,  but  said  that  a  sculpture  garden  would 
be  a  possibility. 

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  letter  would  be  a  statement  of  interest  only.

Larry  Saxxon,  Western  Addition  resident,  said  that  every  nonprofit  organization 
encounters  systems  problems  in  the  course  of  its  development.  He  urged  the 
Commission  to  reconsider  its  proposed  course,  and  to  work  with  the  CAAAC  board  and 
directors  on  an  aggressive  organizational  assessment  and  a  business  plan. 

Michael  Sydnor  stated  that  he  was  both  an  artist  and  organization  administrator  at 
CAAAC.  He  said  that  the  current  administration  was  not  capable  of  making  the  facility 
functional,  that  it  needed  to  be  accountable,  and  that  a  transparent  process  was 
necessary.  He  said  that  the  facility  was  not  serving  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  and 
the  programming  was  inconsistent.  He  expressed  his  support  for  Arts  Commission 
intervention  that  would  allow  the  facility's  users  to  upgrade  the  building  and  bring  in 
new  programming.  He  urged  a  thorough  review  but  warned  against  "throwing  the  baby 
out  with  the  bath  water." 

William  Hoskins,  African  American  Historical  and  Cultural  Society,  said  his 
organization  was  one  of  five  resident  organizations  at  CAAAC  .  He  said  that  he  was 
dismayed  to  learn  of  the  Arts  Commission  intent  to  discontinue  funding,  and  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  continue  programming  without  it.  He  encouraged  the  Arts 
Commission  to  continue  funding  the  center,  and  said  that  he  was  committed  to  working 
with  the  Commission  to  meet  its  expectations. 

Rosemary  Johnson,  CAAAC  board,  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  Arts 
Commission's  support  when  she  and  other  CAAAC  representatives  had  come  before  the 
Committee  to  address  a  previous  problem.  She  said  that  the  board  president  had  taken 
over  as  interim  director  because  there  were  no  funds,  and  that  the  board  had  spent 
considerable  money  and  time  in  its  efforts  to  bring  the  center  to  its  current  level.  She 
said  that  they  were  doing  everything  possible  to  keep  the  center  viable. 

Dr.  Oba  T'Shaka,,  CAAAC  board  president  and  interim  director,  said  that  when  it  had 
become  clear  that  a  problem  existed,  action  had  been  taken  to  encourage  the  previous 
director  to  resign,  and  that  much  effort  had  been  taken  to  resolve  the  problems.  He 
recounted  that,  in  order  to  receive  funding,  he  had  been  given  the  following 
requirements:  to  institute  the  Quick  Books  system  of  bookkeeping;  to  make  sure  that  the 
records  were  clear  on  the  rent,  and  that  the  rents  were  fair  and  equitable;  and  to  make 
sure  that  all  in-kind  contributions  had  been  recorded.  He  added  that  the  previous  director 
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had  not  used  the  Quick  Books  System  even  though  it  had  been  in  place  for  two  years, 
and  that  the  board  was  unaware  that  its  use  was  Arts  Commission  poHcy.  He 
acknowledged  the  board's  responsibility  for  not  using  the  Quick  Books  System  but  said 
that  he  thought  the  Arts  Commission  could  have  done  a  better  job  of  communicating  its 
requirements,  and  that  the  rules  had  changed.  He  enumerated  his  organization's 
accomplishments.  He  said  that  the  Quick  Books  System  was  now  in  use,  that  the  board 
had  records  and  the  money  was  accounted  for,  that  the  finance  committee  saw  that  every 
check  that  went  out  on  line  item  issues  had  two  signatures,  that  the  job  description  for 
the  director  had  been  redefined,  that  they  had  met  with  the  community  advisory  board, 
which  had  given  good  input  on  how  to  improve  planning  and  programs,  and  that  they 
had  met  with  the  resident  organizations  to  deal  with  their  concerns.  He  said  that  those 
measures  had  been  taken  with  the  understanding  that,  once  they  got  the  budget  through, 
their  funding  would  be  restored.  He  said  that  the  budget  by  the  previous  director  had 
been  rightfully  criticized,  and  that  they  had  had  four  days  to  shape  a  new  one.  That 
budget  had  come  back  with  good  criticism,  and  they  had  responded.  The  next  one  had 
also  come  back  with  criticism.  The  last  two  budgets  they  had  submitted  contained  no 
serious  problems  but  suddenly  other  issues  had  been  raised.  He  said  that  they  had  put  10 
hard  months  into  the  center,  and  he  asked  the  Commission  not  to  defund  it.  He  said  that 
they  supported  the  Arts  Commission  bringing  in  another  interim  director,  and  that  more 
reorganization  was  necessary.  He  asked  the  the  Arts  Commission  to  continue  its 
financial  support,  even  if  more  reorganization  was  needed.  He  pointed  out  that,  if  the 
Arts  Commission  didn't  fund  the  staff,  the  building  would  not  be  clean  or  secure.  This 
would  make  the  CAAAC  organization  in  violation  of  its  lease  and  the  Arts  Commission 
would  close  down  the  facility.  He  urged  the  Commission  to  reconsider  its  intent  to 
discontinue  funding. 

Idris  Ackamoor,  Cultural  Odyssey,  said  that  a  fresh  start  was  needed.  He  recommended 
an  independent  management  that  would  provide  technical  assistance  and  help  the 
resident  organizations  bring  excellence  into  the  community.  He  thanked  CAAAC  for 
allowing  Cultural  Odyssey  to  develop  there,  and  noted  that  his  organization's  budget  was 
now  larger  than  CAAAC's  and  that  his  organization  had  many  funders.  He  added  that  the 
Arts  Commission  should  not  be  CAAAC's  only  funder.  He  also  said  that  the  cultural 
center  was  a  closed  shop  for  many  organizations,  that  Cultural  Odyssey  was  the  last 
organization  to  be  allowed  into  the  center  as  a  resident  organization  1 6  years  before,  and 
that  numerous  other  arts  organizations  were  not  being  served  by  the  center.  He  urged  the 
Arts  Commission  to  bring  in  an  independent  manager  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the 
necessary  funding  could  be  allocated. 

Doris  Rowe,  a  resident  company  staff  member,  asked  the  Arts  Commission  to  support 
the  staff  there  and  restore  the  facility's  vitality. 

Ellen  Carr,  CAAAC  advisory  board  chair,  said  that  the  advisory  board  saluted  the 
interim  director  for  keeping  the  center  afloat.  She  said  that  the  recommendations  by  Mr. 
Ackamoor  of  Cultural  Odyssey  made  sense,  and  that  it  was  possible  for  the  principals, 
resident  organizations,  and  community  to  work  with  the  Arts  Commission  toward  a 
win-win  solution. 

President  Gatti  closed  public  testimony  and  opened  Commission  discussion. 

Mr.  Newirth  emphasized  the  Arts  Commission's  commitment  to  keep  the  facility  open  as 
a  cultural  center  serving  the  African  and  African  American  community.  He  said  that,  at  a 
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recent  meeting,  the  Mayor  had  expressed  his  support  for  the  Arts  Commission  position 
and  the  two  motions  on  the  floor. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that,  in  the  two  years  that  the  Arts  Commission-as  the  agency 
responsible  for  pubHc  funding  for  the  cultural  centers—had  been  working  to  find 
solutions  for  the  CAAAC,  its  artists  and  the  community,  there  had  been  little  change. 

Commissioner  Brown  asked  how  long  the  facility  could  continue  operating  without 
funds. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  the  Mayor  would  meet  with  the  CAAAC  board  to  determine  a  future 
course  of  action. 

Commissioner  Stermer  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  was  saying  that  it  had  exhausted 
its  ability  to  reach  a  solution  and  had  referred  the  issue  to  the  Mayor. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  not  funded  the  Center  for  the 
past  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  if  there  was  a  schedule  for  the  CAAAC's  meeting  of 
conditions. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Miriam  Stombler  explained  the  Arts  Commission's  legal  ties  with 
the  CAAAC  nonprofit  organization.  She  said  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  organization 
had  entered  into  a  20-year  lease  10  years  before.  Periodic  reviews  of  such  issues  as 
insurance,  utilities,  and  programming  in  accord  with  the  conditions  of  the  lease  were 
conducted  every  5  years.  After  such  a  review,  the  Arts  Commission  had  the  option  of 
continuing  the  lease  for  another  5  years,  entering  into  a  one-year  conditional  lease,  or 
terminating  the  lease.  The  other  tie  was  the  funding  from  the  hotel  tax,  which  was  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  the  facility.  These  funds  had  been  released  to  the  Arts 
Commission  but  had  not  been  given  to  the  nonprofit  organization  known  as  CAAAC. 
She  added  that  another  public  agency  was  looking  into  the  issue  of  whether  previous  city 
funding  released  had  been  spent  in  accordance  with  the  other  agency's  grant  agreement. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  was  saying  that  it  no  longer 
had  faith  in  this  organization  to  manage  the  facility. 

Commissioner  Roth  replied  that  the  Commission  was  committed  to  keeping  the  center 
open  but  that,  because  of  ongoing  financial  and  administrative  problems  over  the  years, 
it  could  no  longer  support  the  CAAAC  organization. 

Commissioner  Marshall  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  commitment  to  keeping  the 
facility  open  should  be  in  writing. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Meyer,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  motion 
to  discontinue  funding  referred  to  the  parent  organization,  and  did  not  address  the  issue 
of  funding  the  resident  organizations.  He  said  that  the  Mayor  wanted  a  survey  of  the 
efficacy  of  those  tenants  as  well. 

President  Gatti  confirmed  that  the  Mayor  wanted  the  cultural  activities  at  the  Center  to 
continue  but  wanted  a  new  management  organization.  He  also  confirmed  that,  since  the 
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city  owned  the  building  at  762  Fulton  Street,  there  was  a  commitment  to  maintaining  the 
cultural  center  in  that  building,  and  to  keeping  it  open. 

Ms.  Stombler  said  that  the  CAAAC  organization  had  the  lease  and  therefore  had  control 
of  the  building.  She  said  that  the  first  10  years  would  be  up  in  June  2001.  If  the  Arts 
Commission  decided  to  terminate  the  lease,  a  notice  to  terminate  would  be  issued  after  a 
hearing  and  would  be  effective  60  days  later.  She  clarified  that  item  5-e  was  a  motion  to 
initiate  the  process  for  lease  review.

0409-01-143:  Motion  to  direct  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to 
set  a  date  as  soon  as  possible  for  review  of  CAAAC's  performance,  its  management  and 
use  of  the  property,  and  its  success  at  implementation  of  its  management  and 
programming  plan,  in  accordance  with  Sections  2  and  10  of  CAAAC's  July  23,  1991 
lease  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  facility  at  762  Fulton  Street.

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  a  letter  to  the  PUC  stating  the  Arts  Commission's  interest  in 
reconsidering  a  transfer  of  the  Baker  Street  Pump  Station  had  been  drafted  and  sent  to  Nancy 
Gonchar  and  to  Commissioners  Gatti  and  Freebairn-Smith.  He  added  that  he  had  obtained  drawings 
of  the  building  and  that  discussion  would  take  place  at  the  next  full  Commission  meeting. 

President  Gatti  asked  Ms.  Gonchar  to  let  the  PUC  know  that  the  letter  was  coming. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  reported  significant  support  from  professional  groups  outside  the 
Commission  for  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee's  position  on  the  Mission  Steuart  Hotel's  north 
facade  facing  Ferry  Plaza.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  announced  that  the  issue  of  the  Turk-Fillmore  building  would  be  discussed  at  the 
next  Executive  Committee  meeting,  and  then  at  the  June  full  Commission  meeting. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  introduced  new  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program 
Director  Jewelle  Gomez,  a  published  and  highly  respected  poet  and  author. 

He  reported  on  his  testimony  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  response  to  complaints  from  the 
Mexican  consulate  about  the  treatment  of  the  Covarrubias  murals  during  their  removal  from  the 
Ferry  Building.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  murals  were  Port  property  but 
that  Collections  Program  Director  Debra  Lehane  had  volunteered  her  time  in  an  advisory  capacity 
before  and  during  the  removal.  He  said  that  he  had  informed  the  Supervisors  that  the  murals  were  in 
fact  in  good  condition,  that  the  plan  for  relocation  to  Treasure  Island— where  they  had  initially  been 
shown— was  a  good  one,  and  that  the  deinstallation  and  transportation  had  been  done  by  one  of  the 
best  art  handlers  in  the  area. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  finals  of  the  Youth  Poetry  Slam  League  at  SOMARTS.  He  said  that 
two  of  the  young  writers  had  again  gone  to  Washington,  D.C.  for  the  nationwide  slam  event,  and  that 
the  results  would  be  announced  shortly. 

He  reported  on  the  dedication  ceremony  for  the  new  Tenderloin  Playground  at  Turk  and  Hyde 
streets,  and  commended  Tonia  Macneil  for  her  project  management  of  artist  Ruth  O'Day's  art  work 
for  the  site. 

He  reported  on  a  meeting  that  he  had  participated  in  with  California  Arts  Council  director  Barry 
Hessenius  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Arts.  The  purposes  were  for  the  CAC  to  learn  from 
members  of  the  arts  community  about  their  expectations  of  the  CAC,  and  also  for  the  CAC  to  inform 
the  audience  of  current  and  upcoming  initiatives.  The  audience  was  also  updated  on  the  status  of 
allocations  for  the  arts  in  the  next  state  budget.  Mr.  Newirth  reported  that,  before  the  energy  crisis, 
the  Governor  originally  had  allocated  a  $20  million  increase  in  the  budget  for  a  statewide  fund  for 
acquisition  of  arts  facilities,  and  an  additional  increase  of  $3  million  allocation  for  arts  education. 
Mr.  Newirth  told  the  Commissioners  that  it  remained  to  be  seen  how  the  final  budget  would  develop, 
and  he  urged  them  to  encourage  their  legislators  and  others  to  support  the  allocations.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Vice  President  Denise  Roth  welcomed  and  introduced  new  Commissioners  Kirk  Anderson,  Barbara 
Stauffacher  Solomon,  and  Ethel  Pitts  Walker.  She  announced  Commissioner  Solomon's  assignment 
to  the  Visual  Arts  and  Civic  Design  committees.  Committee  assignments  for  Commissioners 
Anderson  and  Walker  will  be  announced  at  the  next  meeting. 

IV    DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  also  welcomed  the  new  Commissioners. 

He  announced  that  the  current  Sunshine  Ordinance  training  manual  was  being  distributed  to  all 
Commissioners.  He  reminded  those  present  that  every  Commissioner  was  required  to  read  the 
manual  and  attend  a  training  session  or  watch  the  training  video  once  a  year.  Each  must  then  sign  and 
submit  the  declaration  form  included  with  the  manual. 

He  introduced  new  Collection  Program  assistant  Jessica  Goodson. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  allocations  for  the  arts  in  the  state  budget.  He  said  that  initially 
the  governor  had  increased  the  California  Arts  Council  budget  by  $33  million,  including  $10  million 
for  arts  education,  $3  million  for  additional  programs  and  $20  million  for  competitive  grants  for 
cultural  facility  upgrade  and  acquisition.  Subsequently  all  of  those  allocations  were  cut  during  the 
governor's  May  budget  revision  and  by  the  legislature.  Much  of  the  reason  is  attributed  to  the  energy 
crisis. 

He  added  that,  at  the  recent  Arts  Scholars  Reception  for  San  Francisco  students  accepted  into  the 
California  State  School  of  the  Arts,  the  keynote  speaker.  Assemblyman  Kevin  Shelley,  had  said  that 
his  bill  allocating  funds  for  arts  education  had  been  killed  in  the  Appropriations  Committee.  The 
Committee  had  determined  that  no  new  programs  or  expansions  of  existing  ones  would  be  funded  at 
this  time.  Assemblyman  Shelley  also  said  that,  if  the  energy  crisis  were  resolved,  the  bill  would  be 
reintroduced  at  a  higher  level. 

He  announced  that  arts  leaders  from  throughout  the  state  would  be  attending  the  upcoming  Joint 
Congress  of  the  Arts  in  Sacramento.  He  said  that  a  demonstration  on  the  Capitol  steps  was  scheduled 
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for  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  June  7. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  status  of  the  Arts  Commission  budget,  and  said  that  for  the 
coming  year  it  would  be  status  quo  except  for  one-time  expenditures  and  implementation  of  the 
salary  adjustments  for  program  staff  as  a  result  of  the  classification  study.  The  one-time  allocations 
are  for  restoration  of  the  Garfield  Monument  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  the  Dewey  Monument  in 
Union  Square.  He  said  that  he  expected  the  principal  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee 
hearing  on  the  Mayor's  budget  to  take  place  on  Thursday,  June  21.  There  will  be  two  committee 
hearings,  and  a  full  Board  of  Supervisors  hearing.  The  final  budget  will  be  adopted  in  mid  to  late 
July,  and  an  interim  budget  will  be  in  place  between  the  beginning  of  July  (when  the  new  fiscal  year 
begins)  and  the  adoption  date. 

He  said  that  a  lease  review  for  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture  would 
be  coming  up,  and  that  it  remained  to  be  seen  if  the  Arts  Commission  would  receive  the  materials 
from  the  center  that  are  part  of  the  lease  review  process. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  his  recent  meeting  with  Wendy  Nelder,  Neighborhood 
Beautification  Fund,  and  others  to  discuss  a  forthcoming  project  at  a  site  near  Harvey  Milk  Plaza. 
The  project,  undertaken  by  NBF  and  several  community  groups,  will  be  a  permanent  installation 
commemorating  gay  and  lesbian  people  who  were  tortured  or  murdered  during  the  Holocaust.  A 
competition  was  conducted,  and  proposals  and  artists  were  selected  without  Arts  Commission 
involvement.  At  the  meeting  Mr.  Newirth  informed  Ms.  Nelder  and  the  others  that  the  project  would 
have  to  be  reviewed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  and  the  full  Commission.  Since  it  is  being  funded 
with  private  funds,  he  also  explained  the  Commission's  gift  acceptance  policy.  He  told  the 
Commissioners  that  a  macquette  in  wood  would  be  placed  at  the  proposed  site  at  a  date  to  be 
determined.  He  suggested  that  they  drive  by  and  preview  it  before  it  came  before  them. 

He  reported  on  a  meeting  at  the  Zoo  concerning  the  possibility  of  converting  the  old  Fleishhacker 
Pool  structure  into  a  community  art  facility.  He  said  that  the  plan  did  not  seem  feasible  at  first 
glance.  The  Zoo  wants  long-term  control  over  the  plot  of  land  and  thinks  that  an  environmental 
facility  might  be  more  appropriate.  Also,  it  is  likely  that  the  structure  needs  to  be  torn  down  and 
replaced,  but  there  is  currently  no  money  for  demolition. 

He  said  that  the  water  flow  for  the  newly  restored  Fountain  of  the  Tortoises  in  Huntington  Park 
would  be  tested  on  Wednesday.  He  commended  Collections  Program  director  Debra  Lehane  for  her 
work  on  the  project,  which  was  in  collaboration  with  the  Nob  Hill  Association.

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Street  Artists  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program.

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Executive  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

Mr.  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  amount  of  funding  for  the  Creative 
Space  grants  had  been  approximately  doubled  to  $365,000,  so  that  twice  as  many 
organizations  as  the  year  before  had  received  grants  for  space  development,  planning,  or 
improvement.  He  added  that  the  response  from  the  arts  community  had  been  positive, 
and  that  the  impression  seemed  to  be  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  awarding  funds 
expeditiously  to  help  organizations  with  space  problems. 

In  reference  to  item  b  below.  Commissioner  Brother  Elk  said  that  he  could  not  support 
the  contract  with  the  S.F.  Symphony.  He  said  that,  though  past  efforts  by  the 
Commission  and  the  Symphony  to  attract  a  diverse  audience  to  the  Summer  in  the  City 
"Pops"  concerts  had  been  somewhat  successful,  he  felt  the  repetitive  nature  and  overall 
quality  of  the  programs  did  not  justify  the  amount  of  money  being  spent  on  the  series. 

Commissioner  Brown  noted  that  the  diversity  of  the  series  had  increased. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  said  that  diversity  was  a  broad  issue,  and  that  the  "Pops" 
concerts  were  not  reflecting  San  Francisco's  own  cultural  diversity.  He  cited,  as  an 
example  for  comparison,  the  New  World  Symphony  in  Florida,  also  directed  by  Michael 
Tilson  Thomas,  and  the  exciting  ways  in  which  youth  participate. 

Nancy  Gonchar  said  that  the  Symphony  had  been  asked  to  take  more  risks,  but  that  an 
important  issue  had  been  the  income  the  Symphony  expected  to  receive  for  the  summer 
series.  She  added  that  more  programs  are  being  done  at  the  Cultural  Centers,  and  that  the 
Latin  Night  program  had  been  added.  She  said  that  the  programming  reflected  what 
many  people  expected  for  the  "Pops"  concerts,  and  further  change  would  take  time. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  recalled  Commission  discussions  criticizing  the  concerts 
four  to  five  years  ago,  and  commented  on  the  improvements  since  then. 

Mr.  Newirth  commented  on  the  interface  between  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
Symphony.  He  described  the  tension  that  had  arisen  from  past  discussions  about 
programming,  the  present  efforts  to  influence  the  Symphony  more  informally,  and  the 
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revenue  sharing  arrangement  now  in  place.  He  added  that,  under  the  Symphony's  new 
executive  director,  there  was  more  opportunity  for  dialog  about  the  issue.

Walker  asked  how  allocations  were  decided.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  most  of  the 
Arts  Commission  grants  were  through  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program,  which  is 
under  the  Executive  Committee.  He  summarized  the  selection  process.  He  explained  that 
decisions  are  made  by  independent  panel,  and  that  panel  members  know  during  their 
review  how  much  money  is  available  for  allocation.  They  make  recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  which  then  either  approves  them  or  makes  changes  before 
forwarding  them  to  the  full  Commission  for  final  approval.  He  said  that  the  process  was 
similar  for  the  Commission's  other  grant  programs  and  for  public  art  commissions. 
Selection  is  consistently  by  panel  in  open  public  meetings.  Panel  members  are  selected 
from  a  panel  pool  appointed  by  the  Commission.

In  reference  to  a  recent  newspaper  item  about  the  couch  in  the  Sheriffs  lobby,  Mr.  Newirth  explained 
that  the  Commission  had  voted  in  February  to  transfer  ownership  of  the  piece—part  of  a  1995  public 
art  project  commissioned  for  the  Sheriffs  facility  at  7th  and  Bryant  streets—to  the  Sheriffs 
Department.  He  gave  the  Commissioners  a  brief  history  of  the  project.  Specifically,  the  artist 
commissioned  for  that  project  had  done  an  original  design  for  a  couch  that  would  seat  32  people. 
Since  the  original  Sheriffs  Department  plan  for  the  lobby  had  not  included  seating,  the  artist  had 
provided  an  amenity  that  would  otherwise  not  have  been  available  for  prisoners'  families  and  other 
visitors.  Also,  the  $22,000  cost  was  lower  than  that  for  any  other  seating  the  city  could  have 
purchased,  since  such  purchased  items  would  have  to  meet  industrial  standards. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  announced  the  launching  of  Culture  Vista,  a  new  on-line  resource  for 
artists  and  arts  organizations.  He  said  that  so  far  350  to  400  artists  and  arts  organizations  were 
participants.

President  Gatti  welcomed  new  Commissioners  Kirk  Anderson,  Barbara  Stauffacher  Solomon  and 
Ethel  Pitts  Walker.  He  made  the  following  Committee  assignments  and  reassignments.  He  confirmed 
Commissioner  Solomon's  assignment  to  the  Visual  Arts  and  Civic  Design  committees.  He  assigned 
Commissioner  Walker  to  the  Community  Arts  and  Education  and  Performing  Arts  committees.  He 
assigned  Commissioner  Anderson  to  the  Street  Artists  and  Performing  Arts  committees.  He 
announced  that  Commissioner  Roth  would  no  longer  serve  on  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  and  that 
Commissioner  Cochran  would  leave  the  Street  Artists  Committee  and  join  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  said  that  Committee  assignments  were  subject  to  change. 

He  announced  that  Commissioner  Meyer  would  deliver  the  welcome  for  the  Summer  in  the  City 
opening  night  concert,  and  that  Commissioner  Brown  would  welcome  the  audience  at  the  annual  free 
concert  in  Sharon  Meadow. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  on  the  recent  meeting  he  had  attended  in  the 
Mayor's  Office  with  members  of  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture 
(CAAAC)  board  of  directors.  Commissioner  Roth,  Commissioner  Brown,  Commissioner  Walker, 
Jonnie  Robinson  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  City  Attorney  representatives,  and  Arts  Commission  staff 
members  Liz  Lerma  and  Carol  Marie  Daniels.  At  the  meeting,  the  Mayor  had  informed  the  CAAAC 
board  of  the  options  available  to  that  organization  if  it  agreed  to  terminate  its  lease  prior  to  the  lease 
review  hearing  date  of  July  24.  These  included  Arts  Commission  willingness  to  consider  paying 
some  of  the  organization's  outstanding  bills  and  back  wages  owed  to  staff.  Mr.  Newirth  further 
reported  that  the  board  members  subsequently  agreed  to  terminate  the  lease.  He  said  that  the  outcome 
represented  a  positive  step  for  both  the  facility  and  the  community.  He  thanked  Commissioner  Roth 
for  her  tenacity  in  pursuing  the  issue  with  the  Mayor's  Office.  He  introduced  Charles  Edington,  the 
new  city  employee  who  has  been  hired  to  manage  the  facility.  Mr.  Newirth  commented  on  Mr. 
Edington's  qualifications  for  the  position  and  said  that  he  had  already  held  numerous  meetings  with 
people  at  the  cultural  center  and  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  successful  opening  of  the  current  Gallery  exhibition  featuring  works  by 
former  gallery  manager  Cheryl  Coon,  who  recently  completed  a  Djerassi  artist  residency,  and  works 
by  other  former  Djerassi  resident  artists. 
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He  announced  he  and  several  staff  members  would  attend  the  forthcoming  Americans  for  the  Arts 
conference  in  New  York,  and  that  Public  Art  Curator  Tonia  Macneil  and  Gallery  Director  Rupert 
Jenkins  would  give  a  presentation  on  accessibility  guidelines  at  the  public  art  pre-seminar.  He  added 
that  the  Arts  Commission  staff  has  been  at  the  national  forefront  of  the  growing  effort  to  make  visual 
art  accessible  to  the  visually  impaired  and  those  with  other  disabilities. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  budget,  and  said  that  the  hearings  had  been  uneventful.  He 
said  that  the  budget  would  be  status-quo  except  for  certain  one-time  expenditures  for  restoration  of 
the  Dewey  Monument  in  Union  Square  and  the  Garfield  Monument  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  He  said 
that  the  budget  also  included  salary  increases  for  certain  program  staff  as  a  result  of  a  recent 
classification  study  of  positions  within  the  agency. 

He  announced  that  the  California  Arts  Council  was  beginning  to  strategize  on  ways  to  launch  a 
visibility  campaign  for  arts  education  in  San  Francisco. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  recent  and  untimely  death  of  the  young  local  artist  Margaret 
Kilgallen.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  commented  on  the  stresses  of  the  past  three  weeks  and  the  difficulty  of  being  in  a 
land  that  had  never  been  touched  by  war.  He  encouraged  everyone  to  think  in  terms  of  peace  instead 
of  retribution. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  meeting  he  had  attended  in  Chicago,  conducted  by  the  organization 
ArtSpace,  which  focused  on  the  development  of  live-work  and  organizational  spaces  for  artists  and 
arts  organizations. 

He  announced  that  the  Creativity  Forum  focusing  on  arts  education  had  been  postponed  from  the 
originally  scheduled  November  date  until  some  time  in  January.  He  said  that  Commissioner  Walker 
would  be  one  of  the  highlighted  invitees. 

He  reported  on  the  well  attended  In  the  Street  Festival  kickoff  event  at  the  African  American  Art  and 
Culture  Complex  (formerly  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture)  on  Friday, 
September  14.  He  said  that  the  theater  had  been  packed  for  the  indoor  performances  by  Rhodessa 
Jones,  the  Medea  Project,  Shabaka,  and  others.  He  added  that  Idris  Ackamoor  had  publicly  credited 
the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  for  making  the  events  possible. 

He  said  that  the  atmosphere  at  the  African  American  Art  and  and  Culture  Complex  had  totally 
changed.  He  reported  on  a  recent  meeting,  at  which  a  number  of  dynamic  artists  from  the  African 
American  community  had  expressed  their  interest  in  programming  at  the  facility.  He  also  announced 
that  the  organizations  Afro  Solo  and  Robert  Henry  Johnson  Dance  Company  were  moving  into  the 
complex.  He  added  that,  after  a  productive  meeting  with  Supervisor  Gonzales  and  Darryl  Smith  of 
the  Luggage  Store  about  the  facility,  the  Supervisor  had  said  that  he  intended  to  visit  the  site  and  see 
how  he  could  help. 

He  announced  the  Open  Studios  kickoff  event  on  Thursday  evening,  October  4,  at  Somarts. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  upcoming  statewide  Arts  Day,  to  be  celebrated  in  San 
Francisco  on  October  10.  He  said  that  publicity,  including  a  double-page  ad  to  be  taken  out  by  the 
California  Arts  Council  in  the  Sunday,  October  7  Chronicle,  would  focus  on  free  events  and  the 
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importance  of  the  arts  to  education. 

He  said  that  the  Mayor  would  deliver  his  State  of  the  City  address  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
chambers  on  October  22.

VI.  Committee  Reports 

1.  Civic  Design  Committee-Stanlee  Gatti,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

Commissioner  Meyer  reported  that  issues  in  reference  to  changes  to  the  Mission  Steuart 
Hotel  design  had  been  resolved.  He  added  that  the  funding  for  the  changes  would  also 
be  clarified  at  a  future  Committee  meeting,  and  that  the  changes  were  expected  to  be 
completed  at  the  same  time  as  the  hotel  itself. 

2.  Visual  Arts  Committee  -  Ralph  Guggenheim,  Chair 
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a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

Commissioner  Stermer  reported  that  the  meeting  had  been  extensive  and  productive. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  scheduling  of  Committee  meetings  might  be  revised  to  allow 
time  for  the  minutes  to  be  generated  in  time  to  include  with  the  full  Commission 
packets. 

3.  Executive  Committee  -  Stanlee  Gatti,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Executive  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

b.  Discussion  requested  by  the  Mayor  regarding  the  Turk  Fillmore  Power  Station  -  Marcia 
Rosen,  Director  of  Redevelopment  Agency. 

Mr.  Newirth  introduced  Marcia  Rosen,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency.  Ms.  Rosen  presented  what  that  agency  would  plan  for  the  former  Muni  power 
station  at  Turk  and  Fillmore  if  the  Arts  Commission  would  transfer  it  and  the  adjoining 
parcel  to  Redevelopment.  She  said  that  Redevelopment  would  offer  rights  to  the 
development  of  the  site  into  a  mixed-use  complex  with  a  cultural  emphasis. 

In  background  remarks,  she  said  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  was  committed  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Fillmore  Street  Jazz  District  and  the  economic  revitalization  of 
Fillmore  Street  from  McAllister  to  Geary.  She  said  that  Redevelopment  had  been 
responsible  for  starting  the  streetscape,  improvements  which  she  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  November.  She  also  said  that  Redevelopment  owned  a  large 
property  at  Turk  and  Eddy  streets,  known  as  parcel  732A,  currently  in  the  development 
proposal  stage.  The  previous  development  rights  had  terminated  in  June,  and 
Redevelopment  is  about  to  offer  the  property  again  for  development  into  a  mixed-use 
facility  with  a  jazz  emphasis.  Redevelopment  believes  that  the  reaffirmation  of  cultural 
and  jazz  themes  will  be  an  effective  organizing  principle  for  economic  revitalization. 
The  agency  has  also  been  looking  at  other  opportunities,  including  vacant  retail  spaces 
and  the  former  Muni  Power  Station,  currently  owned  by  the  Arts  Commission,  at  Turk 
and  Fillmore.  In  relation  to  the  Turk  Fillmore  Building,  the  agency  had  taken  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  it  was  a  beautiful  historic  building. 

Ms.  Rosen  went  on  to  say  that  four  community  workshops  had  been  held  the  previous 
summer  in  order  to  hear  input  on  the  reissuing  of  the  development  rights  for  parcel 
732A.  At  each,  questions  had  been  raised  about  the  status  of  plans  for  the  Muni  power 
station,  the  incorporation  of  arts  and  cultural  programming  desired  by  the  Arts 
Commission,  and  the  difficulties  the  Arts  Commission  had  encountered  in  finding  the 
financing  for  rehabilitation. 

She  sad  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  would  be  authorized  to  issue  a  Request  for 
Proposals  (RFP)  for  mixed  development  of  parcel  732A  at  Turk  and  Eddy  streets  on 
October  16.  The  agency  would  like  to  undertake  the  development  of  the  Muni  power 
station  at  Turk  and  Fillmore.  Development  would  include  cultural  development  of  the 
building  and  housing  on  the  surrounding  land.  That  land  transfer  to  the  Arts 
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Commission  had  previously  been  approved  by  Muni. 

Ms.  Rosen  said  she  was  now  asking  the  Arts  Commission  to  transfer  the  power  station, 
plus  its  acceptance  of  the  surrounding  land  from  Muni,  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency, 
with  the  proviso  that  development  would  be  consistent  with  Arts  Commission  goals.  She 
asked  the  Commission  to  consider  calendaring  action  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the 
agency  could  undertake  financial  analysis  and  community  planning  and  make  use  of  the 
resources  needed  to  proceed  with  the  power  station  rehabilitation.  Restrictions  under 
state  law  call  for  all  financing  to  be  in  place  by  the  year  2004. 

She  said  that  the  estimates  for  redeveloping  the  site  have  been  revised,  and  that  the  cost 
is  now  expected  to  amount  to  more  than  $3  million.  Ms.  Rosen  wants  to  ensure  that 
resources  for  tax-increment  financing  are  available. 

She  introduced  two  other  Redevelopment  staff  members,  project  manager  Shirley 
Wysinger  and  housing  director  Olson  Lee. 

President  Gatti  opened  the  topic  for  discussion. 

In  answer  to  a  Commissioner  question,  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  Muni  power 
station  had  been  purchased  in  the  1980s  by  a  former  Arts  Commission  director  at  a  time 
when  the  Commission  had  no  resources  to  rehabilitate  it.  The  goal  had  been  to  convert 
the  building  and  the  existing  lot,  which  had  been  transferred  to  the  Commission  from 
Muni,  into  a  project  that  would  include  an  art  component  and  affordable  housing.  He 
said  that  the  Arts  Commission  lacked  the  experience  to  conduct  large-scale  projects,  and 
that  it  would  be  more  effective  to  have  it  undertaken  by  Redevelopment. 

Ms.  Rosen  said  that  the  building  could  be  a  wonderful  resource  but  was  currently  at  risk 
for  seismic  collapse.  Because  it  was  declared  a  city  landmark  in  the  1970s,  it  must  be 
rehabilitated  according  to  the  highest  standards.  She  said  that  tax-increment  financing 
would  be  the  most  feasible  funding  source. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  about  the  potential  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  have  input 
on  the  design  and  the  determination  of  use. 

Ms.  Rosen  answered  that  the  cultural  component  was  open  to  suggestions,  and  that 
Redevelopment  would  be  counting  on  the  Arts  Commission  as  a  resource.  She  added 
that  that  there  would  be  an  intense  community  input  process.  She  said  Redevelopment 
would  welcome  the  Arts  Commission  to  work  with  it  to  develop  a  program  and 
participate  in  the  selection  committee. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  participation  could  be  more 
formalized. 

Ms.  Rosen  said  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  counsel  as  well  as  the  City  Attorney 
would  need  to  be  consulted.  She  said  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  be  legally 
transferring  the  property,  and  that  the  Arts  Commission  role  could  be  stipulated  in  the 
transfer  agreement. 

President  Gatti  said  that  he  thought  the  Arts  Commission  role  should  be  advisory. 
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It  was  also  clarified  that  the  project  would  not  be  subject  to  Arts  Commission  civic 
design  review. 

In  answer  to  a  question,  Commissioner  Freebaim-Smiith  gave  some  early  background  on 
the  building.  He  explained  that  it  was  a  former  power  station  containing  transformers 
that  had  been  the  driving  force  for  the  Muni  rail  system.  The  building  had  been  empty 
for  a  long  time.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  made  a  serious  effort,  which  had 
included  the  participation  of  UC  Berkeley  architecture  students,  to  research  ways  to 
rehabilitate  the  building  to  conform  to  neighborhood  needs  and  the  concept  of  a  jazz 
district. 

President  Gatti  added  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  not  had  the  budget  for  the  project, 
and  the  time  had  come  to  move  forward.  He  expressed  his  confidence  that 
Redevelopment  would  work  as  much  as  possible  to  conform  with  the  Arts  Commission 
plans  for  a  cultural  use  on  the  site. 

Ms.  Rosen  explained  that,  because  the  site  was  in  the  Western  Addition,  it  was  within 
Redevelopment  jurisdiction.  She  said  that,  eventually  there  would  be  three  nonprofit 
centers— the  present  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  at  762  Fulton,  the 
future  facility  at  parcel  732A  on  Fillmore  and  Eddy,  and  the  future  facility  at  the 
Turk-Fillmore  site.  The  Redevelopment  goal  would  be  to  ensure  that  all  three  would  fill 
community  needs  that  would  enhance  each  other  without  duplication.  She  also  said  that 
restrictions  included  a  50-foot  height  limit. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  consistently  received  requests  for 
information  about  the  site  from  members  of  the  community.  He  assured  Ms.  Rosen  that 
the  Commission  would  turn  over  its  mailing  list  and  all  other  pertinent  information. 

He  said  he  would  work  with  deputy  city  attorney  Miriam  Stombler  on  the  language  for 
the  forthcoming  action  item  on  the  transfer  and  that,  once  language  had  been  finalized, 
the  motion  could  be  referred  to  either  a  Committee  or  the  full  Commission. 

Commissioner  Roth  asked  if  the  transfer  agreement  could  stipulate  substantial  use  in  the 
building  for  arts. 

Ms.  Rosen  said  that,  when  the  housing  element  was  incorporated,  the  potential  for  the 
land  value  would  be  realized.  She  said  that  there  would  be  mandates  for  cultural  use  at 
the  site,  that  she  wanted  to  build  collaboration  with  the  Arts  Commission,  and  that  she 
would  be  seeking  Commission  input  for  the  RFP  and  for  outreach  to  the  community. 

President  Gatti  said  that  any  further  input  into  the  discussion  of  the  item  should  be  made 
at  the  Executive  Committee  and  that  other  Commissioners  would  be  welcome  to  attend 
that  meeting.  He  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  opinions  of  all  members.  He  said  that 
Commissioners  could  also  discuss  it  through  memos  to  Mr.  Newirth  or  to  him. 

Mr.  Newirth  expressed  his  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to 
address  the  overall  needs  of  the  Western  Addition  community  and  to  take  an  overview 
of  the  uses  of  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  the  future  facility  at 
parcel  732A  and  the  Turk-Fillmore  site.  He  also  commented  on  Ms.  Rosen's  integrity 
and  commitment  to  public  service. 
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Ms.  Rosen  said  that  all  Commissioners  would  be  included  on  her  mailing  list.  She 
reiterated  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  goals  to  build  economic  revitalization  with  a 
cultural  grounding  in  the  district,  and  to  develop  something  on  Fillmore  Street  that 
everyone  would  be  proud  of.

ffl    PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

Commissioner  Roth  announced  the  members  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  They  are 
Commissioners  Mirikitani,  Cochran  and  Stermer. 

She  presented  Deputy  City  Attorney  Miriam  Stombler  with  a  resolution  of  appreciation  for  her 
service  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  past  seven  years. 

Ms.  Stombler  said  that  she  was  moving  to  Santa  Cruz,  where  she  was  going  to  join  the  County 
Counsel's  office.  She  said  that  Adine  Varah  would  be  replacing  her  as  Deputy  City  Attorney  for  the 
Arts  Commission. 

Commissioner  Meyer  commended  Ms.  Stombler  for  her  work  with  the  Arts  Commission  and  her 
grasp  of  arts  community  issues. 

Public  Art  Project  Manager  Susan  Pontious  said  that  Ms.  Stombler  had  effectively  revised  public  art 
contracts  to  protect  the  city's  position  while  respecting  artist's  rights  and  protecting  their  position. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

In  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth's  absence.  Civic  Art  Collection  Director  Debra 
Lehane  delivered  his  Director's  Report. 

She  introduced  the  new  civic  design  assistant  Rommel  Taylor  and  announced  that  a  new  arts 
education  assistant,  Thien  Lam,  would  join  the  staff  the  following  week. 

She  said  that  several  productive  meetings,  conducted  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  had  focused  on 
the  subject  of  converting  the  mid-Market  area  into  a  productive  arts  and  entertainment  district.  She 
said  that  Lines  Ballet  S.F.  Dance  Center  were  scheduled  to  move  into  the  Odd  Fellows  Building  by 
January  2002. 

She  reported  that  the  Irvine  Foundation  had  held  a  meeting  on  the  identification  of  support  that  exists 
for  individual  artists  throughout  the  nation.  Ten  cities  are  currently  being  studied,  with  the  goal  of 
creating  a  data  base  clearing  house  of  information  on  public  art  commissions,  direct  grants,  and  other 
funding  sources.  In  San  Francisco,  other  forms  of  support  by  the  Arts  Commission  included  the 
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gallery  and  street  artists  programs. 

She  said  that  she  and  Mr.  Newirth  had  attended  the  San  Francisco  Beautiful  Awards  Dinner,  at  which 
the  Arts  Commission  had  been  credited  for  the  restoration  of  the  Fountain  of  the  Tortoises  in 
Huntington  Park.  Ms.  Lehane  was  alsp  commended  for  her  work  on  the  project. 

Ms.  Lehane  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  received  invitations  to  this  year's  annual 
Huntington  Park  tree-lighting  ceremony  on  December  3  and  the  party  immediately  following  the 
event. 

She  reported  that  Mr.  Newirth  and  Nancy  Gonchar  had  met  with  Mayor's  Budget  Office  staff 
regarding  budget  concerns.  Currently  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  and  the  cultural  centers 
would  be  most  affected.  She  added  that  there  had  been  plans  to  put  the  Garfield  Monument 
restoration/conservation  project  on  hold,  but,  because  of  the  public  safety  issue,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  would  provide  the  additional  necessary  funding.  Consequently,  Ms.  Lehane 
believed  the  project  was  still  viable. 

She  said  that  the  Mayor's  State  of  the  City  address  had  been  optimistic,  and  the  Mayor  had  expressed 
his  hope  that  the  economy  would  turn  around  by  the  second  quarter  of  next  year. 

She  reported  that  Mr.  Newirth  had  met  with  Supervisor  Gonzalez  at  the  African  American  Art  and 
Culture  Complex  at  762  Fulton,  and  that  the  Supervisor  had  expressed  his  support  for  the  Arts 
Commission's  efforts  to  make  major  capital  improvements  and  activate  the  building. 

She  said  that  Recreation  and  Park  Department  General  Manager  Elizabeth  Goldstein  had  expressed 
interest  in  collaborating  with  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development, 
and  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  on  starting  a  program  based  on  the  Gallery  37 
model  in  Chicago.  Gallery  37  provides  arts-based  job  training  and  jobs  for  youth. 

She  said  that  Grants  for  the  Arts  Director  Kary  Schulman,  San  Francisco  Symphony  Executive 
Director  Brent  Assink  and  Mr.  Newirth  would  be  on  a  panel  discussing  public  support  for  the  arts  to 
a  delegation  from  Boston  on  November  17. 

Ms.  Lehane  announced  that  the  holiday  party  was  tentatively  planned  for  December  10  at  Viccolo. 

She  reported  that  Mr.  Newirth  had  received  a  Managerial  Excellence  Award,  and  she  thanked  the 
Commissioners  who  had  attended  the  awards  luncheon  for  coming.  She  added  that  she  had  also  been 
honored  at  the  luncheon  as  a  nominee  for  the  Managerial  Excellence  Award.

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

Commissioner  Meyer  reported  that  the  Committee  had  reviewed  the  Barbary  Coast  trail 
and  the  new  Juvenile  Hall  building.  He  added  that  it  would  soon  review  plans  for  the 
new  building  to  be  constructed  on  the  northwest  comer  of  Civic  Center  Plaza. 

2.  Visual  Arts  Committee  —  Ralph  Guggenheim,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

Commissioner  Stermer  informed  the  Commissioners  that,  at  the  November  28  meeting, 
the  Committee  would  discuss  a  proposal  to  present  the  Rape  of  Nanking  exhibition  at 
City  Hall.  He  said  that  the  exhibition  was  expected  to  be  controversial,  but  that  so  far 
there  had  been  no  visual  images  for  the  Committee  to  see.  At  a  previous  meeting, 
Supervisor  Yee  had  spoken  in  favor  of  the  exhibition,  but  the  Committee  had  been 
obliged  to  table  the  issue  because  of  the  absence  of  images,  which  would  be  necessary  in 
order  to  evaluate  the  project.

The  Commissioners  determined  that,  since  Consent  Calendar  item  1 1  had  been  referred 
to  Committee  Reports,  item  12  regarding  the  same  organization  should  also  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Consent  Calendar  and  referred  to  Committee  Reports. 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  1105-01-381:  Motion  to  rescind  approval  of  the  amended  Consent 
Calendar. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1105-01-382:  Motion  to  approve  the  amended  Consent  Calendar 
minus  items  1 1  and  1 2. 

Commissioner  Roth  opened  discussion  on  item  b  below  (consent  calendar  item  11). 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  commented  on  the  long  relationship  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  in  the  administration  of  ArtHouse.  He 
asked  what  impact  the  change  would  have  on  the  public  and  on  arts  organizations' 
access  to  funds  allocated  for  space. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  that  the  decision  had  been  difficult  in  view  of  CLA's 
excellent  work  helping  nonprofits. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  fairness  had  been  an  issue,  since  CLA/ ArtHouse  had  been 
receiving  the  only  noncompetitive  grant  awarded  by  the  Commission.  She  added  that 
CLA/ ArtHouse  would  not  be  prohibited  from  applying  for  a  grant  in  the  future.  Then  if 
the  organization  was  entitled  to  a  grant,  it  would  receive  one. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  that  other  key  issues  had  been  relevance  and 
effectiveness,  and  that  the  Commission  had  an  obligation  to  continue  raising  questions 
of  accountability  to  grantees. 

Commissioner  Stermer  asked  if  CLA/ ArtHouse  would  be  likely  to  encounter 
competition  from  other  organizations  doing  the  same  work. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  grants  were  awarded  on  merit. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  raised  the  issue  of  ensuring  that  the  space  project  did  not  get 
derailed. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  that  she  too  had  been  concerned  about  what  steps  to  take 
during  the  economic  downturn  to  provide  the  kind  of  support  for  small  organizations 
that  would  not  set  them  up  for  failure.  She  said  that  the  issue  had  not  been  taken  up  in 
reference  to  ArtHouse,  and  the  larger  questions  were  how  to  support  arts  organizations 
and  what  mechanisms  to  set  up  to  continue  that  funding.  She  said  that  accountability  had 
been  an  issue  in  reference  to  ArtHouse,  and  that  information  provided  by  staff  had 
helped  the  Committee  members  make  their  decision. 

Ms.  Lehane  said  that  the  staff  people  who  were  most  informed  about  the  topic  were  not 
present. 

Commissioner  Roth  referred  items  b  and  c  below  (consent  calendar  items  (11  and  12  ) 
back  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

b.  Motion  to  terminate  Arts  Commission  joint  project  with  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts 
of  the  administration  and  management  of  ArtHouse  effective  June  30,  2002. 
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c.  Motion  to  grant  $15,000  to  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  for  the  period  July  1,  2001 
through  June  30,  2002  for  the  administration  of  ArtHouse  ($10,000  for  the  period  July  1, 
2001  through  December  30,  2001  and  $5,000  for  the  period  January  1,  2002  through 
June  30,  2002). 

The  Commissioners  discussed  below  item  d  below  regarding  jurisdictional  transfer  of 
the  Arts  Commission's  property  at  Turk  and  Fillmore. 

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  he  agreed  with  the  concept  but  that  the  Arts  Commission 
should  have  a  continuing  voice  in  the  way  the  building  was  handled.  He  said  that,  since 
the  project  was  a  long-term  one,  the  people  currently  involved  in  it,  though  trustworthy, 
might  change.  Institutional  memory  regarding  the  arts  use  of  the  building  and  the  design 
of  the  building  needed  to  be  recorded.  He  added  that,  in  subsequent  discussions  with 
Redevelopment  Director  Marcia  Rosen,  Ms.  Rosen  had  said  that  the  lawyers  for  the  two 
agencies  would  work  it  out. 

Ms.  Stombler  said  that  precise  language  could  be  fashioned. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  said  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner  Meyer's 
proposal.  He  said  that  when  the  building  had  been  acquired  by  the  Arts  Commission,  the 
objective  had  been  to  establish  a  neighborhood  arts  center.  He  raised  the  possibility  of 
that  goal  coming  into  conflict,  in  the  future,  with  uses  that  were  more  economically 
workable. 

Ms.  Stombler  said  that  the  building  had  been  acquired  on  January  2,  1960,  the  Arts 
Commission  had  paid  $45,900,  and  there  was  no  mandate  for  a  particular  use. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  said  that  the  present  value  of  the  property  had  greatly 
increased.  He  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  had  a  responsibility  to  protect  its  investment 
in  the  building. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  said  that,  if  no  money  was  being  exchanged,  what  was  being 
proposed  was  a  strategic  alliance  rather  than  a  sale,  and  that  certain  contingencies 
needed  to  be  set  forth. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  the  building  was  being  transferred,  and  that  once  the 
transfer  took  place  the  building  would  cease  to  belong  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Stombler  said  that  the  transfer  required  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  She 
said  that  the  first  part  of  the  motion  before  the  Commission  dealt  with  putting  both 
pieces  of  property— the  adjoining  1345  Turk  Street  parcel  belonging  to  the  Public 
Transportation  Commission  and  the  1 190  Fillmore  Street  building  already  owned  by  the 
Arts  Commission—under  the  same  ownership,  the  Arts  Commission's.  This  would  be  a 
transfer  between  two  city  agencies.  Then  the  transfer  of  the  entire  combined  property 
would  be  to  a  separate  entity. 

The  discussion  was  terminated  by  an  order  issued  at  3:54  p.m.  over  the  loudspeaker 
system  at  25  Van  Ness  to  evacuate  the  entire  building.

m.  PRESIDENTS  REPORT 

President  Gatti  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  their  participation  during  the  past  year,  and  the  staff 
for  its  hard  work.  He  congratulated  Richard  Newirth  for  receiving  the  Managerial  Excellence  Award, 
and  said  that  the  award  had  been  an  acknowledgment  of  his  success  in  finding  solutions  for  the 
recent  space  issues  confronting  arts  organizations. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  asked  Janet  Heller  to  introduce  the  new  WritersCorps  members.  Ms.  Heller  said 
that  they  were  a  talented  group  of  artists  whose  workshops  in  13  agencies  gave  youth  the  chance  to 
discover  language  as  a  means  to  change.  She  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  their  support  of  the 
program  and  invited  them  to  attend  readings  and  other  events. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  California  Creativity  Forum  meeting  on  arts  education  was 
scheduled  for  January  23. 

He  gave  the  Commissioners  a  progress  report  on  the  meeting  that  he  had  attended  with  Elizabeth 
Goldstein,  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  Deborah  Alvarez-Rodriguez,  DCYF,  and  Pam  David, 
MOCD,  to  discuss  the  potential  for  establishing  a  program  modeled  on  Chicago's  Gallery  37,  which 
gives  youth  job  training  and  experience  in  making  art.  He  commented  on  the  enthusiasm  for  the 
project  and  the  consensus  that  funds  could  be  raised.  The  goal  is  to  bring  in  someone  early  next  year 
to  start  the  planning  effort. 

He  announced  that  the  Northern  California  Community  Loan  Fund,  the  recipient  of  city  money  for 
loans  and  grants,  had  awarded  its  first  two  grants,  one  to  a  homeless  organization  and  the  second  to 
the  Ninth  Street  Media  Arts  consortium.  He  commented  on  the  significance  of  an  arts  organization 
receiving  one  of  the  two  initial  grants. 

He  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Supervisor  Daly,  who  had  alerted  him  that  the  Arts  Commission 
would  be  receiving  Board  of  Supervisors  letter  of  inquiry  about  two  issues,  ArtHouse,  and  the 
allocation  of  City  resources  between  small  community-based  arts  organizations  and  major  ones.  The 
Supervisor  had  also  asked  about  the  cultural  centers  but  seemed  to  be  particularly  interested  in  the 
African  American  Museum,  which  is  a  Redevelopment  Agency  project.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  staff 
would  provide  the  information  requested. 
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He  announced  that  he  would  be  on  vacation  from  December  19  to  January  18. 

He  announced  that  Commissioner  Cochran  had  received  a  2001  Honor  Award  from  the  American 
Society  of  Landscape  Architects. 

He  reported  that  the  public  relations  firm  for  Altoids  had,  in  prior  years,  presented  an  exhibition  of 
art  from  the  corporation's  collection  and  was  interested  in  starting  a  new  program,  to  be  launched  in 
San  Francisco  to  commission  local  artists  to  create  a  mural. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Walker,  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  ArtHouse  was  a 
joint  program  of  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  and  the  Arts  Commission  to  help  individual  artists 
find  live- work  space.  He  added  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  commissioned  an  assessment  of  the 
program,  which  would  be  distributed  to  all  Commissioners. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  on  the  Commission's  reduction  of 
expenditures,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  initial  major  impacts  were  on  programs  funded  by  the  Hotel 
Tax  Fund.  Those  programs  were  Cultural  Equity  Grants  and  the  cultural  centers.  The  cultural  centers 
have  already  been  informed  of  the  need  to  reduce  their  hotel  tax  budgets.  The  funding  is  distributed 
in  quarterly  allotments,  and  one-half-million-dollar  had  already  been  placed  on  reserve.  He  added 
that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  Program  Director  Jewelle  Gomez  would  be  making  recommendations  on 
how  to  adjust  the  grantmaking  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  He  said  that  longer-term  impacts  were  less 
certain.
